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Serologic examination of persons recently conva- 
lescent from typhoid or diphtheria reveals a relatively 
high concentration of specific antibodies in the blood. 
Recovery from most communicable diseases probahiy 
results in the same reaction, but demonstration is 
impossible when the infectious agent is unknown, 

Human serum from convalescent patients constitutes 
the only medium for inducing passive immunity to 
infectious diseases of unknown cause. The limitations 
and conditions governing the method have been most 
thoroughly studied in measles,’ but limited observations 
attest its value in mumps? and varicella.’ Its appli- 
cation to other common communicable diseases, such as 
whooping cough and rubella, has not been investigated. 
Even with diseases of known cause, the use of horse 
serum as a prophylactic measure is at times undesirable 
because of the effect from reinjection of the same 
heterologous serum. Convalescent scarlet fever serum 
would be preferred for recently treated diphtheria 
patients exposed to scarlet fever, if the protection is 
comparable to that afforded by scarlet fever strepto- 
coccus antitoxin. 

Certain general principles conceivably influence the 
practicability of convalescent serum prophylaxis. Those 
diseases with a relatively Jong incubation period offer 
the greatest success. The infectious agent, multiplying 
slowly to a level sufficient for producing clinical symp- 
toms, should more readily be neutralized by the early 
injection of antibodies. 

Results with passive immunization are in general 
directly proportional to the time elapsing between 
invasion and administration of serum. Many diseases, 
notably measles and smallpox, are infectious long 
before classic manifestation. If with measles the 
primary infecting case and contacts are in continuous 
association, and convalescent serum is given the day 
of the eruption, actual invasion may have ‘occurred four 
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days previously. Conditions should be more favorable 
when infectivity more closely parallels clinical signs. 

Potency of serum measurably governs results. 
Methods of standardization control artificially prepared 
products and convalescent serum as well, if the infec- 
tious agent is known. With diseases of unknown 
ctiology, actual experiment must determine the probable 
curve of antibody content after the acute illness. At 
best, antibodies in such serums vary in concentration 
with different individuals, are low in comparison with 
artificially prepared serums, and are totally indetermina- 
tive by biologic assay. 

Chickenpox in the healthy child is usually a mild 
disease. It is not always so when resistance has been 
lowered by a major infectious process or other illness. 
From the standpoint of hospital management, an out- 
break of chickenpox limits admissions to a ward for 
twenty-two days, all too often at a time when space js 
at a premium, There is the additional disagreeable 
criticism which follows contraction of a secondary infec- 
tious disease, even in the absence of culpability on the 
part of hospital personnel. These considerations make 
protective measures against chickenpox desirable. 


INCUBATION PERIOD OF CHICKENPOX 


Outbreaks of a second infectious disease amony 
patients in a communicable disease hospital furnish 
an unusual opportunity for exact determination of 
incubation periods. Patients are under rigid isolation: 
for a sufficient time previous to exposure to eliminate 
all but the single contact. Such conditions can scarcely 
be duplicated. Under other circumstances a single con- 
tact may be presumable, but doubt always intrudes. 
Scarlet fever patients furnish a satisfactory group for 
determining the incubation period of chickenpox and 
of other diseases that develop slowly, because patients 
with scarlet fever are in the hospital for several weeks, 
or more. 

In the course of years, chickenpox has not infre- 
quently developed in scarlet fever wards through the 
admission of a patient in the acute stage of scarlet 
fever and concurrently incubating chickenpox. In such 
instances the exanthem of varicella commonly appears 
on the eighth to thirteenth hospital day, indicating that 
exposure to the two diseases was simultaneous, and 
probably to an individual suffering with the double 
infection. ‘The two eruptions appear at different times 
because the one disease has a short incubation period, 
the other a long one. 

We have heen able to collect a number of instances 
in which children who had been under strict isolation 
for twenty-one days previous to exposure to chicken- 
pox subsequently contracted secondary varicella. Only 
secondary cases have been included because tertiary or 
later ones would not be subject to the same control. 
The group is not large, because the conditions are diffi- 
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cult to meet, even in the course of long continued obser- 
vation. Cases included in table 1 have, however, the 
merit of unusual exactness. 

Most secondary cases showed eruptions from thirteen 
to seventeen days after lesions appeared in the primary 
case. The mode in this experience was on the fifteenth 
day. The oft repeated dictum that the most frequent 
incubation time for chickenpox is sixteen and seventeen

days appears a bit long. In no case did the eruption 
appear on the commonly accepted maximum of the 
twenty-first day. Two of the sixty-seven occurred 
eleven days after the original case. 


INFECTIVITY OF CHICKENPOX PREVIOUS TO 
THE ERUPTION 


Two unusual circumstances have contributed inter- 
esting evidence regarding the preeruptive infectivity of 
chickenpox. A boy, aged 6, was transferred from a 
large scarlet fever ward to a ward for convalescents. 
There had been no chickenpox in either ward for 
several months. A beginning chickenpox eruption was 
noted twenty-five hours after the transfer. In the 
original ward, with a population of boys aged from 
4 to 10 years, there were eight who had never had 
chickenpox and eight others with a history of the dis- 
ease. Boys in contiguous beds were nonimmune. No 
cases of chickenpox developed within the next twenty- 
two days. In the ward to which the boy was trans- 
ferred, three secondary cases occurred. It would appear 
in this instance that varicella was not infectious twenty- 
four hours preceding the eruption. 

A patient, aged 4 years, was removed in the morning 
from a scarlet fever ward for a mastoid operation, and 
thereafter isolated in another unit. No patient in the 
original ward gave any evidence of an unusual skin 
eruption in the course of routine morning baths. In 
the afternoon, one had lesions of chickenpox. The girl 
removed about nine hours previously for a mastoid 
operation developed varicella seventeen days later. 

In other instances, patients discharged from wards in 
which chickenpox later developed were investigated by 
the visiting nurse at their homes. Six nonimmune 
patients discharged the day previous to the discovery 
of chickenpox, four two days previously, five with an 
interval of three days and eight with a four day interval, 
all reported that chickenpox did not occur subsequently. 

Intectivity preceding the eruptive stage im this dis- 
ease must be of short duration. 


DURATION OF INFECTIVITY IN 
OF ERUPTION 


Chickenpox ranks with measles as one of the most 
readily communicable of infectious diseases. With 
measles the degree of infectivity rapidly decreases after 
the eruption is fully developed. By contrast, chicken- 
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pox is commonly considered a source of danger as long 
as crusts persist, which may be from fifteen to twenty 
days. Frederic Thomson * conducted careful observa- 
tions in instances in which, because of need for bed 
space, he was compelled to place patients with both 
scarlet fever and chickenpox in scarlet fever wards. 
Patients with chickenpox representing all stages from 
sixteen to five days’ duration were placed in various 
wards with young children who had not had varicella. 
No cases developed when chickenpox of more than 
five days’ duration was so introduced. One five;day 
case gave rise to three secondary infections, another 
to none. In our experience, four different patients with 
both scarlet fever and chickenpox have been admitted 
through accident or error to scarlet fever wards. They 
represented varicella of eight, eleven, fourteen and 
sixteen days’ duration. All had crusted lesions. No 
secondary cases were noted among twenty-one non- 
immune contacts. Our limited experience substantiates 
Thomson’s conclusions that chickenpox is a very infec- 
tious disease which seldom fails to cause infection in 
wards of small children and that there is some reason 
to believe that contact infection of chickenpox ceases 
about the end of the first week of the eruption or 
the beginning of the second. It certainly is infectious 
by contact on or before the fifth day. 


ACTIVE IMMUNIZATION AGAINST CHICKENPOX 


Protective vaccination of susceptibles with fluid from 
vesicular lesions was suggested by Kling® in 1913. 
Oi fifty-eight children vaccinated by scarification, six 
developed the disease. Cooke*® has summarized the 
reports of Kling,® Handrik,’? Rabinoff,* Michael,’ 
Greenthal '° and Meyer-Stromfeldt.'' There were 
seventy-four cases of chickenpox (20 per cent) among 
309 children vaccinated, but results reported by Han- 
drik were not so promising, with forty-five cases among 
127 immunized. Waddell and Eley‘? doubt whether 
this method can be successfully employed as a means 
of preventing the disease. Intracutaneous inoculation 
of the fluid ** has proved unreliable. Hess and Unger ' 
confirmed the unreliability of vaccination by scarifica- 
tion, but intravenous injection of vesicle fluid gave 
complete protection in thirty-eight instances. Chicken- 
pox would seem to follow the general rule that induced 
active immunity offers less success in the face of a 
definite exposure than does passive immunity. Indeed, 
Max Soldin ** feels that active immunization by scarifi- 
cation results in nothing more than a percutaneous 
attack of chickenpox, which in contrast to the natural 
infection differs in its definitely mild course because of 
a lesser dosage of virus than in naturally developing 
varicella. If it is actually a mild type of chickenpox 
it must be infectious and he introduces proof that this 
is so. Hoffmann '* agrees that vaccinated children can 
be infectious for noninoculated ones. Such methods 
would thus deteat their purpose of limiting epidemics. 
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The comparative innocuousness of varicella makes 
unlikely the universal adoption of active, more or less 
permanent immunity by vaccination with vesicle fluid 
or intravenous inoculation. Mitchell and Ravenel '' 
confirm the general unreliability of vaccination in pro- 
tecting children already exposed, and discount its 
value in the control of institutional outbreaks. The 
necessity for protection is immediate, not permanent. 
Transitory protection is all that is required. 

Serum from the blood of human beings convalescent 
from chickenpox was first used by Blackfan, Peterson 
and Conroy.® Seven cases of a mild type occurred in 
a group of forty-two exposed children, each of whom 
received 5 cc. of serum. Schmidt '* failed to obtain 
protection in six children, but whole blood was used, 
the amounts were small (from 3to8cc.) and the donors 
were small children in whom it is possible that anti- 
bodies are not so well formed. The results of Mitchell 
and Ravenel '? were definitely good, with sixty-five of 
sixty-eight ice protected by average doses of 
from 5 to 6 cc. of serum from adults, taken from 
ten to Peston days after onset. The experiences 
of Weech!* and of von Barabas *° complete the total 
reported use of convalescent serum in chickenpox. In 
all, 13 per cent of 167 immunized persons developed 
chickenpox. If one excluded Schmidt's cases, in which 
whole blood in small amounts was used, not serum, the 
proportion escaping the disease would be better than 
90 per cent. 

Passive immunization in varicella would be more 
practical if one could obviate the necessity of obtaining 
serum from donors very recently recovered from 
chickenpox. The method would be available for insti- 
tutions which ordinarily do not have in the hospital 
recent convalescents from the disease. 

Serums used in the present observations were all 
from adult patients recently recovered from chickenpox. 
Donors were readily secured by paying $10 for each 
sample of blood, ranging from 100 to 300 cc. Bleed- 
ings were repeated at intervals of a month. This has 
enabled us to test the relative protective power of serum 
obtained at increasing intervals after the acute illness. 


The blood was centrifugated, and the serum from three: 


to eight donors was pooled, passed through a Berkefeld 
filter and, after sterility tests over seven days, bottled 
in 15 ce. vials. Potency does not measurably decrease 
when the serum is stored in the icebox up to four 
months. 

We first sought to corroborate the reported results 
of the protective action of the serum. The dosage 
used was 10 cc. of a pooled serum from convalescents 
of from one to two months. Results were definitely 
satisfactory. In three outbreaks there were no secon- 
dary cases. Ina fourth, one patient of six immunized 
developed chickenpox. This one case among sixteen 
susceptibles represents a protection rate of 92.7 per cent. 
The children were all under 8 years of age and eleven 
were less than 4. Serum obtained from two to four 
months after the eruption proved somewhat less reliable, 
even when the dose was increased to 15 cc. After from 
five to ten months it was definitely less potent, in that 
protection was afforded only to the extent of 57 per 
cent. The discrepancy is greater than the actual figure 
indicates, in that eight of the twelve adults are in 
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the latter group. Their susceptibility is open to ques- 
tion despite negative histories and absence of varicella 
scars. 

The possibility that divided doses might give better 
results proved without basis in fact. Serum from 
donors from two to four months convalescent was 
injected in 10 ce. doses on the first day of exposure, 
and repeated one week later. The protection afforded 
was somewhat less than after a single dose of 15 ce. 
given the first day.

In the entire series, serum was usually administered 
within twenty-four hours of exposure; in no case later 
than the third day. 

The ordinary expectancy of cases among susceptible 
children was 73 per cent in Kling’s experience ; as cited 
by Rabinoff, 75 per cent of 114 exposed susceptibles. 

Scarlet fever patients are bed patients for the first 
three weeks, which doubtless lessens the degree of expo- 
sure. In our experience, fifty-five of eighty-one sus- 
ceptible children (68 per cent) developed chickenpox 
when serum was not used. It is therefore illogical 
to conclude that absence of infection in the immunized 
group was entirely due to the use of serum. A certain 
appreciable proportion (32 per cent) escape infection 
under all conditions. False conclusions as to the effi- 
ciency of protective measures are all too commonly 
deduced through failure to correct for this factor. Con- 
sequently, the actual protective power of convalescent 
chickenpox serum varies from 91 per cent, with serum 
from early convalescence, to 35 per cent when serum is 
obtained five months or more after the acute attack. 

The duration of immunity is brief, but is apparently 
longer than with heterologous serums.*' Reexposure 
of twelve patients from secondary cases resulted in 
two clinical cases. One boy exposed three times within 
forty-seven days did not contract varicella. 

All serums were given intramuscularly into the 
lateral aspect of the thigh. No reactions occurred. So 
far as we could observe, the course of the disease in 
immunized persons was in no way modified, nor was 
the expected incubation time appreciably affected. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Preceding the eruption, chickenpox is apparently 
infectious for only a brief period, probably not more 
than twenty-four hours. 

Infectivity during convalescence is less prolonged 
than commonly considered, does not necessarily coin- 
cide with the persistence of crusted lesions, and probably 
ceases within ten days. 

Convalescent serum furnishes a high degree of pro- 
tection if obtained within one month of the appearance 
of the eruption. Obtained thereafter it is less efficient, 
and after five months confers protection in only a 
third of the immunized susceptible patients, 
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A new explanation of the mode of action of the 
specific diuretics, or at least one differing from currently 
accepted teachings, has considerable theoretical interest 
and may be of outstanding practical value. Many inves- 
tigators, in their attempts to clarify the processes of 
renal activity, and in adding to the evidence on which 
the theories of urimary secretion are based, have 
employed specific diuretics to produce controllable 
changes in the urinary output. How best to rid the 
hody of excess water, particularly when the disturbance 
of water regulation appears to be primarily in the 
tissues, is a familiar clinical problem. It is self evident 
that a clearer understanding of the events leading to 
diuresis will result in more effective use of available 
methods. 

The clinical studies of Veil,’ especially on diabetes 
insipidus, have emphasized the importance of the state 
of the tissues in the phenomenon of diuresis. In con- 
sidering indications for the use of various diuretics, 
Schlayer * notes that caffeine has an early extrarenal 
etiect. After an extensive study of the action of 
ammonium chloride and the organic mercury com- 
‘pounds, Keith and Whelan * conclude that the action 
of these diuretics is not limited to the kidney, but that 
extrarenal factors enter into consideration. This con- 
ception is reduced to its simplest terms by Volhard’s 
pregnant designation of the tissues as the “Vorniere.” 

My own interest in the problem of diuresis was 
aroused by a study of experimental diabetes insipidus.* 
It is an astonishing phenomenon that dogs, whose 
normal twenty-four hour urinary output varies around 
200 cc., will excrete twenty times that amount, nearly 
half their body weight, after a puncture of the brain 
in the hypothalamic region. As a consequence of this 
interest the phenomenon of diuresis was first studied in 
more readily controllable experiments on rabbits,® in an 
effort to determine some of the fundamental factors 
involved, particularly in the induction of diuresis and 
the physicochemical relationships in the composition of 
the blood and the urine. 

Rabbits weighing between 2 and 3 Kg. were used. 
They were maintained in as nearly normal a state as 
possible previous to and during the brief experiments. 
Urine was obtained by catheterization, and blood in but 
minimal amounts from the ear veins of otherwise 
‘uninjured animals. Microchemical methods facilitated 
analyses of the small amounts of blood and urine avail- 
able. Diuresis was readily induced by the intramuscular 
injection of 0.12 Gm. of theophylline ethylenediamine. 
This derivative is more soluble than theophylline, non- 
irritant, readily absorbed, and in rabbits calls forth an 
acute and profuse diuresis. Urine was collected at 
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successive ten minute intervals, and blood specimens 
were taken at the middle of each interval. 

Following administration of the diuretic a profuse 
diuresis rapidly ensued, reaching its height between 
twenty and fifty minutes. The average normal urinary 
output was about 0.3 cc. for each ten minute period. 
The average maximum diuresis observed was nearly 
fifty times greater, 13.8 cc. for each ten minute period. 
Subsequent to the injection there was a slight but 
definite rise in the whole blood chloride. Judging from 
many experiments, this is a nearly constant finding. The 
rise is small, between 20 and 60 mg. per hundred cubic 
centimeters of whole blood as a rule, and usually pre- 
cedes the maximal diuresis. In certain cases it may 
accompany maximal diuresis or more rarely may even 
follow it, depending on the rate at which chlorides enter 
the blood stream from the tissues. The rise may be 
slight, especially if associated with a rapid excretion of 
chloride by the kidneys. The blood chloride is as a 
rule slightly higher at the end of an experiment lasting 
about an hour, a finding to which attention will later be 
directed. 

The concentration of urinary chloride increases, even 
throughout the increasing diuresis. The concentration 
of electrolytes, measured by the specific electric conduc- 
tivity, likewise rises, and usually roughly parallels the 
chloride curve. It may dissociate either way from the 
chloride curve as varying amounts of other electrolytes 
are excreted. The total molecular concentration, meas- 
ured by the freezing point depression, falls during the 
early diuresis but rises as it becomes established. The 
urea concentration falis, then rises. The lowering of 
the freezing point varies somewhat depending on an 
associated excretion of sugar, which has been studied 
by Raulston.® 

Physicochemical analyses of the urine, made after 
the methods of Bugarsky and Tangl? and of Steyrer,® 
reveal that the solids excreted are mainly electrolytes, 
and that chlorides usually predominate. In certain 
experiments other electrolytes may play a greater role. 

In a typical experiment the total excretion of sodium 
chloride during a fifty-minute diuresis amounted to 
0.228 Gm. The rabbit weighed 2.5 Kg. and, on a 
calculation of the blood volume empirically as 5 per 
cent of the body weight, had about 125 cc. of blood. The 
sodium chloride concentration of the whole blood was 
0.54 per cent; thus there was 0.675 Gm. of sodium 
chloride in the circulating blood. The amount of sodium 
chloride excreted in fifty minutes was approximately a 
third of the entire blood chloride. And yet, as has been 
pointed out, the bleod chloride was actually higher at 
the end of the experiment. It follows that chlorides 
pass rapidly from the tissues into the blood stream. It 
became evident, from the preliminary rise in the blood 
chloride and the large amount rapidly excreted in 
increasing concentration, that, under the influence of the 
diuretic, chlorides rapidly leave the tissues, enter the 
blood stream and pass into the urine. 

These two observations, consistently observed 
throughout a large series of experiments’ led to the 
conjecture that the chlorides play more than a passive 
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role in the mechanism of the induced diuresis. This 
was further strengthened by the observation that, in the 
experiments in which diuresis did not occur, the marked 
increase in chloride excretion also failed. It was pos- 
sible to test this conjecture experimentally. From the 
older experiments of Cohnheim '° it is known that sugar 
solutions injected intraperitoneally rapidly acquire a 
concentration of sodium chloride up to 0.4 per cent. 
Repetition of these experiments confirmed this observa- 
tion and revealed in addition that the whole blood 
chloride falls and that water and sugar enter the blood 
stream. Chlorides especially, but also other electrolytes, 
are rapidly diverted from the blood stream, and 
eventually from the tissues. Intraperitoneal adminis- 
tration of sugar solutions thus sets up changes between 
the blood and other tissues in certain respects opposite 
to those following the action of the diuretic. 

If the passage of chlorides, as well as other electro- 
lytes, from the other tissues into the blood stream and 
out by way of the kidney was a factor in the ensuing 
diuresis, might not their diversion into intraperitoneally 
injected sugar solutions modify the action of the specific 
diuretic? In answer to this question, sugar solutions 
were simultaneously injected intraperitoneally at body 
temperature.’ 

When isotonic sucrose was injected intraperitoneally 
at the same time the diuretic was given intramuscularly, 
a lessened diuresis ensued. The average maximum was 
9.7 cc. for each ten minute period, about two thirds of 
that occurring normally. Chlorides and other electro- 
lytes appear in the intraperitoneal fluid, water and sugar 
enter the blood stream, and an increasing glycosuria 
follows.

The simultaneous injection of a hypotonic sucrose 
solution (5.7 per cent) intraperitoneally resulted in a 
striking diminution of the customary response.'? These 
experiments were performed on the same animals whose 
normal response has been presented. The average max- 
imal urinary output was but 4.2 cc., or less than one- 
third the normal response. The blood chloride falls. 
The concentration of urinary chloride falls, as does the 
conductivity. Numerous analyses of the peritoneal fluid 
removed during, and at the end of, the experiments 
revealed that up to 0.45 per cent of sodium chloride 
rapidly entered the sugar solution and that the fluid 
became isotonic. The electrical conductivity of the fluid 
revealed also that as high as 25 per cent of the entering 
electrolytes were other than chlorides. The partial 
blocking of the action of the diuretic was thus associated 
with a diversion of chlorides and other electrolytes into 
the artificial transudate. 

The remaining lessened diuresis is associated with an 
increased excretion of sugar. Injection of the sugar 
solution alone intraperitoneally resulted in an essentially 
similar diuresis. It was thought that the partial block- 
ing of the usual response might be due to mechanical 
factors resulting from the introduction of fluid intra- 
peritoneally, such as pressure effects on the viscera, and 
direct or reflex interference with the circulation. As a 
control, isotonic saline solution was substituted for the 
sugar solution in a combined injection.” The resulting 
diuresis was unusually large in such an experiment. 
However, the blood chloride rises, and the concentration 
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increases. Chlorides are not 
diverted into this fluid. On the contrary, the fluid loses 
chlorides and acquires other electrolytes. Intraperi- 
toneal injection of isotonic saline solution alone often 
fails to cause diuresis.'* 

It became evident that blocking of the action of the 
diuretic was more complete when less sugar was present 
in the intraperitoneal fluid, and that the diuresis which 
remained was due mainly to sugar entering the blood 
stream. Consequently distilled water alone was injected 
intraperitoneally. Analyses of the peritoneal fluid 
removed from forty to 120 minutes after injection 
revealed chloride concentrations ranging from 0.51 to 
0.63 per cent. Other electrolytes also enter, and the 
fluid hecomes isosmotic. In general, the concentration 
increases as the fluid remains in the peritoneal cavity. 
There is a distinct fall in the whole blood chloride. 
When, simultaneously with the intramuscular adminis- 
tration of the diuretic, 100 ce. of distilled water is 
injected intraperitoneally, there is practically no diu- 
resis.'" At the end of an hour a secondary diuresis 
may ensue, and at that time the diuretic may be effec- 
tive. However, then the peritoneal cavity contains an 
isosmotic fluid with 0.6 per cent sodium chloride. 

Was this a reflex inhibition of urinary secretion, pos- 
sibly due to vasoconstriction of the renal vessels, result- 
ing from the irritant action of distilled water on a 
sensitive peritoneum? There was, too, the factor of the 
toxicity of pure water, emphasized by Rowntree."* These 
factors had been considered, since up to 1.5 per cent of 
albuminous substance had been found in_ peritoneal 
fluids withdrawn at the end of an experiment, as well 
as numbers of cells. 

As a consequence, with the aid of Dr. N. F. Sham- 
laugh,’® experiments were planned to answer the ques- 
tion of reflex anuria. Rabbits’ kidneys were first. 
denervated, through a lumbar incision, without injury 
to the peritoneum. It was found impracticable ti 
denervate the two kidneys at the same operation. 
Response to the diuretic from eleven to sixty-nine day's 
after the denervation of the second kidney was much 
greater, both in average and in maximum, than that 
occurring in normal animals. Maximal diuresis occurred 
earlier, in average during the second ten-minute period. 
The response appeared to be the greatest during the 
third week following the denervation of the second kid- 
ney. The polyuria ordinarily following denervation 
was evident. The simultaneous administration of t00O 
cc. of distilled water intraperitoneally at body tempera- 
ture and the customary dose of the diuretic intramuscu- _ 
larly did not result in any diuresis in rabbits with 
denervated kidneys. Not only was the ordinary response 
to the specific diuretic blocked, but even the denervation 
polyuria was decreased. A secondary diuresis was evi-: 
dent. The blocking of the action of the specific diuretic 
cannot thus be the result of a reflex nervous inhibition 
of urinary secretion. Fluid recovered from the peri- 
toneal cavity sixty minutes after the injection of distilled 
water was nearly isotonic and had a high concentration 
of electrolytes, with about 23 per cent other than. 
chlorides. The nitrogen concentration of 0.24 per cent 
indicated albuminous substance approaching 1.5 per 
cent.

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\Vhen distilled water at body temperature is perfused 
through the peritoneal cavity of normal rabbits at the 
rate of 500 cc. an hour, the blood chloride steadily falls. 
Other electrolytes are likewise dialyzed away from the 
blood and tissues. The secretion of urine soon dimin- 
ishes and an anuria ensues. Injection of the diuretic 
during the perfusion does not produce any response. 
There is no secondary diuresis, smce the intraperitoneal 
fluid acquires but a low concentration of electrolytes at 
any one time. The kidney is not incapacitated by the 
perfusion, since a marked ‘diuresis results if simultane- 
ously 2.5 per cent sodium chloride is given intravenously 
at the rate of 1 cc. a minute.’® 

Various theories have been proposed to account for 
the action of the specific diuretics. Since the work of 
von Schroeder "7 they have been thought to act directly 
on the kidney, and this is now the most generally 
accepted teaching. The view that they act extrarenally, 
however, is gaining adherents. These studies teach that 
the primary action of the specific diuretics is on the 
tissues. Under their influence permeability changes are 
initiated, resulting in a rapid passage of electrolytes, 
principally chlorides, into the blood stream. These act 
as stimulants to the kidney and initiate the formation 
of the urine. Opening up a new pathway for the 
chlorides and other electrolytes, by the simple procedure 
of intraperitoneal injections, definitely changes the ordi- 
nary response. Associated with the action on the tissues 
is doubtless a similar one on the renal cells.

ABSTRACT OF DISCUSSION 

Dr. P. J. Hanzirk, San Francisco: Those of us who have 
attempted studies of diuretics know how capricious diuresis is. 
The view which Dr. Curtis supports is that the action of the 
so-called specific diuretics could be through some direct action 
on the tissues. I should like to ask if, and how, the other 
metabolites were affected, namely, urea and uric acid. For, 
besides merely a permeability action, there could conceivably 
be a catabolic action. From the reported results with inorganic 
and organic mercury compounds, and possibly also with bis- 
muth, it is probable that the tissue action would not be limited 
to the purine diuretics but would extend to quite a variety of 
agents which can increase the flow of urme. It seems to me 
that many more experimental studies must be made before the 
action is finally decided. 

Dr. B. O. Ravutstox, Los Angeles: The reactions in tissues 
in general that take place during fever are extensive and com- 
plex. In attempting a study of the changes that take place 
during fever produced by injecting typhoid bacilli intravenously 
and during the anaphylactic state following injections of horse 
serum, I used the diuretic that Dr. Curtis had used in his work 
and had the good fortune to have his advice and help with 
inethods and plans im general. It was found that during the 
fever that followed intravenous mjection of typhoid bacilli there 
was a rise in blood chloride concentration and a mild diuresis 
with increased excretion of chloride. Ili at the height of this 
condition the diuretic was given, the diuresis and increased 
output of chloride in the urine were much greater than the 
reactions that had been produced by the same drug in the same 
animal before the typhoid injection had been made 

Dr. N. M. Kertru, Rochester, Minn.: These experiments of 
Dr. Curtis have interested me a great deal, particularly as he 
has stressed the importance of extrarenal factors in causing 
diuresis. Previously we considered the effect of diuretics on 
the kidney only, but Dr. Curtis in these clean-cut experiments 
brings out the fact that there are factors in diuresis other than 
the action of the kidney and that the tissues in general must 


play a part. Clinical facts support this opinion. There are 
cases of hepatic disease with marked ascites and without evi- 
dence of renal injury in which this accumulated abdominal fluid 
can be removed from the body with diuretics. This suggests 
that there may be an action distant from the kidney or possibly 
on the kidney and on the tissues at the same time. One of the 
most interesting facts in the clinical application of diuretics is 
that we can often predict a good effect when we know the 
kidney is sound. .This is particularly true in cases of drepsy 
caused by disease of the heart and liver in which renal function 
is not impaired. In similar cases, soluble bismuth compounds 
have produced diuresis and may prove to be another addition 
to mereasing the number of useful diuretics. 

Dr. G. M. Curtis, Chicago: Dr. Hanzlik asked about the 
excretion of other substances. I mentioned the chlorine con- 
centration of the urine. The conduction curve rises during the 
increased diuresis. We have not made studies on uric acid, 
creatinine or any of those metabolites. However, we have 
confirmed the original observation of Bach, that the phosphates 
are increased in the specific action of these diuretics. 


BRONCHOSINUSITIS DISEASE * 


W. W. WASSON, M.D. 
DENVER 


In an infection of any portion of the respiratory 
tract, this tract should be considered in its entirety. All 
portions of the tract are directly connected. Any 
acute or chronic infection is therefore quite likely to 
involve more or less the entire tract. For such infec- 
tions involving the entire tract, especially those of 
chronic nature, it would seem that one might use the 
term “bronchosinusitis disease’ rather than ter- 
minology which would indicate inflammatory changes m 
various portions of this tract. For example, in the 
chronic forms of bronchitis, tracheitis, laryngitis’ or 
sinusitis, the infection is probably not limited to the 
portion designated. 

The lungs are the only internal organs directly con- 
nected with the outsidé air. From the time of birth 
they are subjected to contaminations and trauma from 
the dust particles of the outside air. The same air must 
likewise pass through the pharynx, the nasal accessory 
sinuses and the trachea. All these portions of the 
respiratory tract have therefore a common source of 
infection. In addition, the lungs have a special blood 
supply so arranged that all the blood in the body must 
pass through these lungs at some time. This subjects 
the lungs to the possible infection from any other por- 
tion of the body and often produces disease peculiar 
to the lungs and different from that of the rest of the 
respiratory tract. The circulation or the lymphatic or 
nerve supply of the rest of the respiratory tract other 
than the lungs is not of such a nature as to produce 
diseases arising from this source, which are peculiar 
to this portion of the tract. 

In the acute infections it is often observed that the 
entire respiratory tract is involved. This involvement 
may be progressive or almost simultaneons, and fre- 
quently is very complete. Such an observation in such 
cases is rather easy to make because of the striking 
nature of the disease. In the chronic infections the 
progress is insidious and difficult of observation, and 
often extends over many years. It is likewise quite 
probable that this infection will manifest itself more 
prominently in a certain portion of the respiratory tract.

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This may be due to some peculiar anomaly, as a deviated 
septum of the nose, or to some variation in the bacterial 
flora. Again, certain parts of the respiratory tract are 
designed to bear the brunt of infections and trauma. It 
is easy in such conditions to lose sight of the fundamen- 
tal pathologic condition involving more or less the entire 
respiratory tract and to think of sinusitis, tonsillitis or 
bronchitis. 

Disease in any organ of the adult body is a mixed 
disease as a result of many years of life. It is there- 
fore difficult to analyze. The imagination or the 
ingenuity of the pathologist must fill in the great 
gaps of the years not supplied or revealed by his 
necropsies. There has been no record of the sequence 
of events and the only recourse is to many necropsies at 
varying ages. In previous communications I have 
endeavored to describe certain conditions of the respira- 
tory tract which seem to have a common origin. These 
observations were based on the examination of children 
from the time of birth, so that the various events were 
recorded in chronological order. The common patho- 
logic change in these conditions was found to be 
typical and to hold true to type but often with many 
special manifestations. The clinical picture or the 
pathologic change as portrayed by the roentgenogram or 
as found at necropsy has been found to substantiate 
this concept of a fundamental pathologic condition. 
refer especially to such conditions as thymic stridor or 
to certain cases of mucous rattling in the trachea of 
young infants. In older children [I have in mind 
bronchitis, asthma, tracheitis, pharyngitis and certain 
cases of tonsillitis and sinusitis. The frequency and 
importance of this group of pathologic conditions is 
difficult to overestimate and is especially prevalent in a 
more or less acute form during the first decade of life. 
The same conditions of greater chronicity are found as 
a great handicap in adults. In the clinics or private 
practice these cases constitute a rather large percentage 
of the patients. The severity and the duration vary 
with the individual. There probably is not a common 
etiology, but rather numerous bacteria of varying 
strains may produce similar types of inflammation. The 
vitamins have been found by some investigators to be 
of special importance. Peculiarities of inheritance and 
especially of inherited environment are of great 
importance. If the mother or father has bronchitis 
or asthma, the children are very likely to have some 
clinical manifestations of the pathologic condition which 
is fundamental to these diseases. Carmody has found 
that the infant or young child may have as many as 
thirty contacts with other individuals during twenty- 
four hours in a hospital. The condition of the air 
that is breathed, as to humidity, temperature and 
barometric pressure, as well as contaminations, is of 
the greatest importance. 

There has been a great deal written on the pathology 
of the sinuses and tonsils. Much less has been written 
on the pathology of the bronchi. Cunningham has 
described the infection of the bronchi as a source of 
bronchial asthma, and Mullin has studied the course of 
infection from the sinuses to the lymphatics of the 
mediastinum. 

I have been particularly interested in the inflamma- 
tory changes at the root of each lung. This portion of 
the lung seems to receive the force of the first attack 
of bronchosinusitis disease so far as the lungs are con- 
cerned. In young children in whom the disease is 


uncomplicated, there is found at first an inflammation 
Later 


oi the mucous lining of the trachea and bronchi. 
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this inflammatory reaction spreads to the surrounding 
tissue, so that there is soon an increase in the connective 
tissue which surrounds and binds together the bronchi, 
arteries and veins. ‘The hilum of the lung soon becomes 
a mass of this connective tissue, and when viewed by 
means of the roentgenogram the inflammatory reaction 
is well limited to the hila. Later the congestion and 
fibrous tissue increase may spread outward along the 
bronchi and arteries to involve even the primary lobules. 
Since there is considerable drainage by way of the 
bronchi, the lymphatics are not especially involved and 
the increase in the size of the lymphatic glands is 
markedly absent. The roentgenogram has proved to be 
an excellent means of studying the pathologic changes in 
the living person, and the autopsies have verified the 
roentgenographic observations in a surprisingly high 
percentage of the cases studied. This inflammatory 
reaction in the hila, with an increase in the connective 
tissue even to the extent of obscuring the bronchi and 
great vessels and usually fairly definitely limited to the 
hila, gives a very typical roentgenogram. Such a typical 
roentgenogram when combined with roentgenograms of 
the sinuses showing definite pathologic changes presents 
a roentgenographic syndrome which is pathognomonic 
of bronchosinusitis disease. Such roentgenograms when 
verified by other studies definitely link together the 
entire respiratory tract. In fact, the roentgenologists 
may often foretell the conditions in the sinuses by the 
pathologic changes portrayed on the roentgenogram of 
the chest. The converse, however, is not true, as there 
can be sinus infection without the production of the 
typical changes of bronchosinusitis disease. Likewise 
there are varying degrees of the reactions at the hila 
of the lungs. 

The pathology of bronchosinusitis disease as just 
described differs definitely from that of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. In the latter, the tubercle passes to the 
lymphatic nodes from the air cells and here sets up the 
typical tuberculous reaction as described by Krause. 
This reaction involves primarily the lymphatic sys- 
tem, producing congestion, fibrosis, calcification and 
caseations of the lymphatic glands, and some conges- 
tion of the air cells and bronchi. The first infection 
is nearly always in the periphery of the lungs with a 
reaction secondarily in the regional glands of the hila 
and mediastinum. There is therefore much more 
glandular increase at the hila and less connective tissue 
increase than in the typical case of bronchosinusitis 
disease. 

In a paper presented before the Massachusetts Medi- 
cal Society, I endeavored to present in some detail my 
reasons for differentiating between pulmonary tuber- 
culosis with its pathologic changes at the hila and the 
other chronic infections. After two years of further 
observation I wish to emphasize my conclusions made 
at that time and more definitely present the changes 
of bronchosinusitis disease. These conclusions have 
been drawn primarily from observations in a series of 
ninety children who have been studied from birth to 
8 years of age. Certain infections of the respiratory 
tract have been observed to develop during these eight 
years into typical bronchosinusitis disease, both clin- 
ically and roentgenographically. Several hundred other 
cases have been studied in clinic and private practice. 
Observations in the latter groups have been checked 
by follow-up examinations and necropsies by Dr. W. C. 
Johnson. 

It has been found that a certain number of those 
infants with mucus in the pharynx and trachea imme-

diately after birth do not entirely get rid of this 
mucus. .\ few weeks or months later they develop 


symptoms of thymic stridor. This stridor | have found 
to be due to infections of the sinuses, bronchi and 
more or less the entire respiratory tract. Some of this 
group get well spontaneously when they gain their 
respiratory reflexes at from 9 to 12 months of age. 
(thers have frequent attacks of respiratory infections 
and the common cold and develop frank sinusitis, bron- 
chitis or asthma at from 1% to 3 years of age. At this 
time the clinical picture and roentgenographic observa- 
tions are often quite typical if the physician is awake to 
the probable situation. The child is usually well nour- 
ished, is possibly rather irritable, and has frequent colds, 
tonsillitis and nasal discharge in the severe cases, and 
only slight rise in temperature, if any. During an 
acute attack the sinuses are especially involved and the 
child presents the symptoms of bronchitis, asthma or 
the usual respiratory infection. In certain types, hay- 
fever may become manifest. If no treatment is 
instituted, the child continues to have the same symp- 
toms from year to year and finally develops the adult 
type of this disease. In the adult the disease may more 
prominently involve certain portions of the respiratory 
tract, as a result either of certain events in the 
individual’s life or of some anatomic variation. The 
fundamental pathologic condition may then be over- 
looked. As stated in the beginning, not every case of 
sinusitis, tonsillitis or respiratory infection develops 
into the typical bronchosinusitis disease in either its 
acute or its chronic form. 


SUMMARY 


1. | have endeavored to describe a fundamntal 
pathologic condition common to a group of respiratory 
diseases. 

2. This pathologic condition gives typical manifesta- 
tions clinically, roentgenographically and at necropsy. 

3. Its importance is equal to that of tuberculosis. 

4. Many of the failures in the treatment of its mani- 
festations in the adult are due a chronicity of forty 
vears’ duration. 


ABSTRACT OF DISCUSSLON 

Dr. Tuomas E. Carmopy, Denver: The work which Dr. 
Wasson has been carrying on is important to us in Denver. 
We have followed it for a number of years. We have worked 
with him and have gained a great deal from his insight into 
pathology. A number of years ago it was brought out by 
Mullen, then of Colorado Springs, now of Cleveland, that there 
was a great deal of infection from the sinuses through the lower 
respiratory tract. A number of us have done some experi- 
mental work which has proved itself, and Dr. Wasson’s work 
has given us more along this line. There are several routes 
of infection. The first is the aspiratory. The probabilities are 
that the infection is transmitted to the lung more often by 
aspiration than by way of the blood vessels. However, that 
is questioned by different authorities. We want to keep in 
mind, however, the aspiration of foreign bodies. We see those 
frequently. They are, of course, microscopic. It does not 
matter whether this occurs during sleep, during anesthesia, or 
at any other time. We always regard lung abscess as being 
largely aspiratory in origin. The cases that occur in early 
childhood are the ones we should take care of. We have seen 
infection of the sinuses as early as the third day of life, and 
we have seen a large number of infections under 2 years. Those 
of us who have been working with the nose and throat for 
many years have considered only the curative side. Now we 


must regard the prophylactic aspect, and I believe the work that 
Dr. Wasson has done will mean more in that way than any- 
thin e'se. 


These sinuses are infected. Of course, we have 
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to consider only the maxillary and ethmoids at birth, but those. 


if they become infected, are going to cause a great deal of 
trouble. 


Dr. Ernst Worrr, San Francisco: The question dealt with 
by Dr. Wasson is of the utmost importance to the pediatrician. 
I had the opportunity in the last three years to study about 
700 cases in the children’s clinic of the University of California. 
Several things are not clear in my mind. The most important 
question is: What is the clinical meaning of the marks we 
see? The explanation which Dr. Wasson gives suggests that 
they indicate pathologic changes. But if it is true that a rather 
marked percentage of children develop marks of this kind in the 
first six years of life, then it is necessary to find out what is 
the percentage of really sick children, and what is the per- 
centage of children who show those marks without being sick. 
| cannot understand the attitude which Dr. Wasson takes 
toward the work of those who think that the linear lung mark- 
ings are due to blood vessels, and the question as to whether 
vessels could present nodular shadows. All those questions 
should be answered before it is possible definitely to settle the 
pathologic meaning of those marks. 


Dr. R. R. Newer, San Francisco: A careful study of the 
sinuses in children shows an increase in the frequency of sinus 
infections, and I am glad to see the connection brought out 
between sinusitis and chronic disease in the lungs and medias- 
tinum. Bronchiectasis is a very important subject. Before we 
had the iodized oil method of diagnosis, I had the notion that 
bronchiectasis was not a common disease, and was a quite hope- 
less disease; but since we have had iodized oil and have used 
it a bit, obtaining a greater acquaintance with the roentgen 
appearance of lungs when there is bronchiectasis, we feel that 
we are able to make a presumptive diagnosis of bronchiectasis 
in a great many cases without the use of iodized oil, because 
we have learned what the shadow of the accompanying pul- 
monary inflammation is which surrounds the bronchiectatic 
cavities. Bronchiectasis is a frequent disease and, particularly 
among children, not at all a hopeless one. I wish to place 
myself in opposition to the discussion concerning the relative 
importance of embolism and inhalation as being the exciting 
causes in pulmonary infections. In my opinion, embolism is by 
far the more important factor, and I have been impressed by 
the ability of the lung to withstand inhalation of foreign bodies. 
It seems to me that it is the embolus and the infarct which 
cause a lung abscess rather than the inhalation of infected 
foreign material into the bronchial tree. 


Dr. W. Warter Wasson, Denver: <A_ differentiation 
between the two great classes of respiratory diseases—tuber- 
culosis and bronchosinusitis disease—is, of course, of prime 
importance clinically, but I do not believe that it is possible 
to draw any hard and fast lines at the present time. In observ- 
ing a fairly large group of children, it seems to me that children 
with bronchosinusitis disease are apt to carry more weight, to 
be less irritable, to have less fever and to be more subject to 
respiratory infection than those with pulmonary tuberculosis. 
In the early stages of the disease in the young child, it is easy 
to overlook the clinical manifestations, and as a child is unable 
to explain his symptoms, our attention is not directed to many 
of these children. They look well nourished. We followed 
some of these babies from birth. Dr. Jones and Dr. Waring, 
who make the chest examinations, have repeatedly said, “This 
child looks perfectly healthy, robust, rugged, a picture of health,” 
and yet on roentgenographic examination and subsequent physi- 
cal examinations, we have found that the child is suffering from 
marked infection of the sinuses, bronchi and respiratory tract. 
The frequency of bronchosinusitis disease is quite large. As 
compared with tuberculosis it may not be so great, but there is 
a much larger percentage among children, especially in the 
first decade, than has been suspected. I wish to point out that 
there is a difference in the degree of this infection. One may 
see a typical case of bronchosinusitis disease, or this disease with 
the addition of tuberculosis. It is these mixtures that are the 
most puzzling. If one wishes to visualize these two classes of 
respiratory disease, it is necessary first to study the typical 
cases, and if the clinical and roentgenographic picture of the 
typical cases have become fixed in mind, it is then time to 
study the mixed cases. I intentionally did not take up the 
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Ciscussion of tuberculosis as I wanted first to present what 
seemed to me the fundamental pathologic changes of broncho- 
sinusitis. The possibility of the arterial nodes being confused 
‘with lymph nodes has been emphasized. It is a mistake to say 
that all markings that we see in a typical tuberculous chest 
are due to arterial nodes. If one views a roentgenogram in a 
typical case of pulmonary tuberculosis, and a roentgenogram 
in a typical case of bronchosinusitis, one must admit there is a 
difference between the two: li there is a difference, then it is 
necessary that one explain that difference on some pathologic 
basis. It cannot be explained on an arterial or bronchial basis. 
It has been stated that the lymph nodes are surrounded by 
connective tissue and fibrous tissue and only when they encroach 
on the air cells are we able to see them in the roentgenogram. 
We forget that perhaps the lymph nodes, infected with tubercle 
bacilli, set up a reaction in the surrounding tissue and that it is 
this reaction we see rather than the nodes. 


THE CLINICAL VALUE OF RECENT 
ADVANCES IN GASTRIC 
ANALYSIS * 


GARNETT CHENEY, M.D.

‘The older methods of gastric analysis have given 
inaccurate results and have offered numerous technical 
difficulties. Many clinicians have either carried them 
out as a routine procedure and given scant attention to 
their results or have even abandoned gastric analysis 
altogether. The old methods should be discarded, but 
not the study of gastric secretion. On the other hand, 
it seems probable that recent advances in this field of 
study will produce a clearer insight into gastric physi- 
ology and better diagnosis and treatment of gastro- 
intestinal disorders than could be realized previously. 
In order to evaluate such advances, the recent methods 
must be compared with the older ones and the observa- 
tions compared in various groups of cases. 

The pioneer workers in clinical gastric analysis used 
a cereal test meal as a stimulus to gastric secretion, and 
the well known Ewald test breakfast is still largely used 
throughout this country, although it has been generally 
discarded abroad. It does give some information in 
certain cases, particularly when the long fractional 
method is carried out, but it has many limitations. The 
cereal itself acts as a buffer to free gastric acidity, and 
the volume greatly dilutes the pure gastric juice to a 
quite unknown degree. The beautiful two and three 
hour curves of gastric acidity represent the shifting of 
the dilution much more than the rise and fall of acidity 
that has erroneously been considered the correct inter- 
pretation. Technical disadvantages are that the stom- 
ach tube often has to be passed twice, both before 
and after the ingestion of the breakfast, considerable 
saliva is swallowed, the tube frequently becomes clog- 
ged with food particles rendering extraction difficult, 
and the specimens require filtering before titrations 
can be carried out. Such drawbacks are within them- 
selves an obstacle to the successful use of the procedure. 

Many of these disadvantages have been overcome by 
the use of clear solutions as a test breakfast. T

It 1s an 
abnormally powerful stimulus to the elaboration of gas- 
tric acidity, and the concentration of free and total 
acidity will greatly exceed that produced by other 
methods. The increase is usually in proportion to the 
acid values obtained by the other methods. This affords 
a standardized procedure for obtaining pure gastric 
juice, and a maximum of information can be obtained 
in thirty minutes’ time. This test is an extremely valu- 
able addition to the clinical investigation of certain cases 
and inay ultimately come into more general use. 

During the last eighteen months, gastric analysis has 
been carried out under my supervision in about 600 
cases in private and clinical practice. Nearly all these 
patients were under investigation for some gastro- 
intestinal complaint, although the group includes a 
number of presumably normal young adults. A small 
alcohol-phenolphthalein test meal was usually adminis- 
tered, although in a few instances the phenolphthalein 
was omitted. A histamine test meal was carried out on 
200 persons, but only after the fluid meal had preceded. 
Patients suffering from many types of disorders were 
included in the investigation, but the clinical value of 
these more recent methods will be discussed only rela- 
tive to certain important disorders. 

The chief aim of this investigation was to develop a 

routine procedure sufficiently simple and accurate to 
be available for general use in the private office as well 
as in the hospital or commercial laboratory. 
_ In order to obtain reliable results it is of the utmost 
importance to have some technical training in the pro- 
cedure and some knowledge of gastric physiology and 
gastric pathology. Gastric analysis carried out by 
unskilled medical students and pupil nurses has been 
fashionable but not very helpful, and has dene much 
to bring it into ill repute. The test should be regarded 
in the same light as blood or spinal fluid tests; that is, 
the value of the information obtainable should not be 
jeopardized by carelessness or ignorance. However, 
modern gastric analysis is a short and reasonably easy 
procedure, and once it is thoroughly understood the 
results are highly gratifying. 

In patients complaining of polyuria, cough or sy mp- 
toms of disease of the central nervous system, the urine, 
sputum or cerebrospinal fluid is examined without hesi- 
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tation. Ii the same reasoning 1s applied to those com- 
plaining of stomach trouble, a gastric analysis should 
he carried out. All patients having persistent gastro- 
intestinal symptoms should have a study made of their 
gastric secretion as it may furnish the chief clue to 
diagnosis and is frequently an important factor. It is 
always possible to pass a stomach tube (cases of 
esophageal obstruction excepted) unless the patient is 
entirely uncooperative, which rarely occurs. 

An accurate gastric analysis is an essential guide in 
the treatment of a large number of cases. The treat- 
of hypersecretion, hyperchlorhydria and achlor- 
hydria by diet and suitable drugs makes up a bright 
chapter in therapeutics. These conditions are often 
secondary to some underlying cause but not infre- 
quently are the only observations that may account for 
the symptoms complained of. In either case such 
observations present a sound basis for rational therapy, 
which, although it fails in some cases, gives far better 
results than in haphazard methods in which no complete 
study of gastric function has been carried out. Patients 
are often told on the basis of the story alone that their 
symptoms are due to acid stomach. Treatment is 
unsuccessful and later it is shown that they have an 
‘achlorhydria. Older people with indigestion are per- 
functorily given hydrochloric acid and pepsin on an 
assumption of gastric achylia and not uncommonly are 
unrelieved as a result of an erroneous diagnosis. Such 
errors may be avoided and the confidence of the 
patients maintained if gastric analysis precedes gastric 
prescriptions. 

Gastric analysis may now be considered one of the 
most important factors in the diagnosis of peptic ulcer 
of the stomach and duodenum. Hyperacidity as well 
as hypersecretion has long been recognized as a com- 
mon accompaniment of this disorder, and its incidence 
has usually been quoted to be between 50 and 60 per 
cent. Such figures not only have been based on uncer- 
tain methods but have failed to take cognizance of 
certain variables which should be clearly differentiated. 

First of all for statistical purposes the diagnosis must 
he certain, and the only certainty is the surgeon’s or 
pathologist’s observation of the ulcer. A reasonably 


certain diagnosis may be made when all the clinical and 
laboratory data agree, particularly when there is the 
history and the laboratory evidence of hemorrhage.

act may be of paramount importance in the differential 
diagnosis between benign and malignant gastric lesions. 
A great deal has been written on gastric secretion 
in gallbladder disease. It is commonly asserted that 
hypochlorhydria and achlorhydria are characteristic, 
occurring in more than half of the cases. It has also 
been stated that hyperchlorhydria does not occur. Ti 
this were true it would be an important point in the 
differential diagnosis between cholecystitis and peptic 
ulcer. However, years ago Lockwood! stated that 5 
per cent of all cases of hyperchlorhydria occurred in 
gallbladder disease. Competent observers have also 
felt that no characteristic alterations in gastric secretion 
occur. What are the reasons for such diversity of 
opinion, and can one draw any just conclusions about 
gastric function in this common abdominal disorder ? 
It might be assumed that such polyglot results are 
the expression of the inadequacy of older test meal 
methods. While this is true in part, there are other 
explanations. One of the reasons for the apparently 
low acid readings is the patent pyloris which allows the 
alkaline bile stained duodenal contents to flow back into 


the stomach. Such a regurgitation jg more common —

entirely false achlorhydria. In a recent extraction in 
a case of gallbladder disease, the first part of the speci- 
men was quite clear and showed a free hydrochloric 
acid of 30 degrees. During the withdrawal of the 
second part there was a sudden gush of green bile 
resulting in a reading of achlorhydria. Such occur- 
rences are beyond control and vary from time to time 
in any given case. 

The dilution and neutralization of acid stomach con- 
tents is one definite explanation for the diverse finding 
in gallbladder disease. Another consideration is the 
relative age incidence of this disease and of achlor- 
hydria in general. It is stated that gallbladder mani- 
lestations are most common in the fifth decade, and 
that the incidence of achlorhydria in adults past 40 is 
28 per cent. There is a great likelihood then of the 
two conditions occurring coincidentally and quite inde- 
pendently one of the other. In reviewing a series of 
eighty-one cases of gallbladder disease, with both these 
factors in mind, no characteristic departure from the 
incidence of hyperchlorhydria, hypochlorhydria and 
achlorhydria in a large group of miscellaneous cases 
could be found. ‘The only phase of gastric analysis that 
aces at all typical of biliary tract disease is the fre- 
-quent finding of bile. It was in excess in twenty-two 
of fifty-five cases of definite cholecystitis, and present 
in eighteen others. The percentage of cases showing 
hile was seventy-three. In thirty-nine cases of proba- 
ble cholecystitis, six showed bile in excess and seven 
in moderate amounts. This is considerably higher than

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in other groups of cases, except those which have had 
gastro-enterostomy. It seems just to conclude that 
acid ‘readings are of no positive diagnostic importance, 
and that an excess of bile may be considered as possible 
evidence in favor of cholecystitis. 

MacLean ®* states that gastric analysis is the most 
valuable method of diagnosis in cases of cancer of the 
stomach. Bloomfield and Polland * have recently called 
attention to the fact that it may be more reliable than 
a roentgen examination in the differential diagnosis 
between gastric neoplasm and peptic ulcer, particularly 
when partial obstruction is present. An examination 
of the stomach contents is at times diagnostic of neo- 
plasm, and is frequently characteristic, except perhaps 
in the early lesions. There has been little opportunity 
to study gastric secretion when cancer is in the incipient 
stage. 

Recent methods have made it possible to obtain read- 
ily the pure gastric juice in malignant disease of the 
stomach, This has greatly facilitated the study of 
specimens both grossly and microscopically. As has 
long been known, achlorhydria is the rule, but hypo- 
chlorhydria is common, and even normal acid values 
may. occur. Hyperchlorhydria is rare and has not 
occurred in any cases of cancer in this series. Hypo- 
secretion is an almost constant finding, but hypersecre- 
tion may occur with an early malignant lesion at the 
pylorus or in degeneration of a previously benign ulcer. 
The juice is usually granular or opalescent rather than 
clear, and frequently contains gross and occult blood. 
Lactic acid is commonly present in those cases lacking 
free hydrochloric acid, even though there is no obstruc- 
tion. The sediment often shows cellular débris, white 
blood corpuscles and sarcinae and Oppler-Boas bacilli. 
These bacteria are characteristic of achlorhydria with 
gastric stasis, rather than of cancer. The identification 
of actual tumor cells is rarely possible. 

If a patient is suspected of having cancer and the 
gastric analysis reveals little or no free acid, hyposecre- 
tion, a granular juice with gross or occult blood, positive 
lactic acid test, and blood and pus cells in the sediment, 
the diagnosis is almost surely cancer. As many such 
patients seek advice late in their illness, such a com- 
plete test meal picture is often encountered. Less 
complete observations must be interpreted in the light 
of the clinical and roentgenologic indications. If a 
patient is known to have peptic ulcer or cancer, the 
high acidity and hypersecretion of one may be in 
strong contrast to the low acidity and hyposecretion 
of the other. In such an instance the stomach tube 
can indicate the most reliable preoperative diagnosis. 
Since the introduction of histamine injection as a 
test of gastric secretion, the numerous classifications 
of achlorhydria have been further extended. This is 
because it is now well recognized that stomachs which 
do not produce free acid to ordinary stimuli may 
produce it following an injection of histamine. In 
other words, such stomachs still have the capacity to 
elaborate free hydrochloric acid after abnormally 
powerful stimulation. Such a case I have called 
pseudo-achlorhydria or apparent achlorhydria in con- 
trast to those which do not show free acid even after 
histamine. Such a complete achlorhydria might 
aptly termed a true achlorhydria. 

This differentiation between apparent and _ true 
achlorhydria has considerable clinical significance. A 
gastric mucosa that cannot produce free acid even after

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histamine stimulation is not likely ever to produce it, 
while the one that is still capable of production may 
subsequently be able to produce it after a normal stim- 
ulus. In the investigation of patients suspected of hav- 
ing pernicious anemia, such a differentiation may be 
of great diagnostic value. As achlorhydria is generally 
considered to be prerequisite to the diagnosis of primary 
anemia, it must be recognized that such an achlorhydria 
must be a true one; that is, to histamine. An anacidity 
to ordinary stimuli should not be accepted as one of 
the positive aids in diagnosis, as plenty of free acid 
may be found by the histamine test, which would prac- 
tically negative the diagnosis of pernicious anemia. 


SUMMARY 

1. Recent advances in gastric analysis have simplified 
the technic of the procedure and given more uniform 
results. 

2. All patients suffering from gastro-intestinal dis- 
orders should have their gastric secretion carefully 
studied. 

3. Such studies have not only given indications for 
satisfactory therapy but also disclosed fairly constant 
observations in certain common diseases. 

4. The frequency of high acidity in cases of peptic 
ulcer of the stomach make it a highly important diag- 
nostic sign. It occurred in 96.4 per cent of 111 uncom- 
plicated cases. 

5. Gastric acidity observations in gallbladder disease 
are of no positive diagnostic value, but excess of bile 
in the stomach is a frequent occurrence. 

6. Gastric secretion observations in cancer of the 
stomach may be highly characteristic and of great 
importance in differential diagnosis. 

7. As pernicious anemia occurs only in cases of true 
or complete achlorhydria, a histamine test meal is 
indicated in order to determine this diagnostic fact. 


CONCLUSION 

Gastric analysis is a simple and valuable laboratory 
procedure and the recent advances merit a more general 
trial in view of their apparent clinical value. How- — 
ever, it should not in itself be considered diagnostic, 
but only an adjunct to clinical and other laboratory 
methods of investigation.

ABSTRACT OF DISCUSSION 

Dr. A. R. Hurrorv, Grand Rapids, Mich.: All patients with 
gastro-intestinal symptoms should have an examination of the 
gastric secretion. Gastric analysis has fallen into disrepute and 
has been discarded by some, chiefly because of the inadequacy 
of the Ewald test meal; however, the Ewald test break- 
fast, aspirated in from three-quarters to one hour, and repeated 
if the free hydrochloric acid was below 20, followed by a 
motile meal and distress aspirations, as was done by the late 
B. W. Sippy, was a valuable adjunct in the diagnosis and 
treatment of gastro-intestinal disorders. The fractional gastric 
analysis also, made from three-quarters to two hours after 
the ingestion of eight arrowroot biscuits and 500 cc. of water, 
is of great value when applied and interpreted with the other 
laboratory and clinical data by competent clinicians who have 
been familiar with that method for a long period of years. 
Just previous to the test breakfast, aspiration of the fasting 
secretion often gives valuable additional information. The 
well known histamine stimulation of gastric secretion and 
acidity has already extended our knowledge, particularly of 
achylia and achlorhydria, and any patient with suspected 
achylia, or at least marked reduction in the acids or secre- 
tions on fractional analysis, should have an examination of the 
gastric secretion at ten minute intervals for forty minutes 
following the injection of histamine. The simple yet appar- 
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ently standard and practical procedure of using a weak alcohol 
solution, passed through a tube after aspiration of the gastric 
contents, seems to be a method with many possibilities and 
fewer disadvantages. It is important to determine absolutely 
whether a patient has an achlorhydria and hyposecretion, par- 
ticularly in cases in which pernicious anemia, gastric carci- 
noma or syphilis is suspected. Of course an achlorhydria with 
a hyposecretion is the strongest kind of evidence against an 
active peptic ulcer. If the presence of a duodenal cap defor- 
mity is associated with an achlorhydria and hyposecretion, one 
should suspect adhesions, a healed ulcer, carcinoma of the 
pylorus, or gallbladder disease. An active ulcer may be asso- 
ciated with low gastric acids after a test breakfast, but they are 
always markedly increased during the distress period or fol- 
lowing histamine injections. It is important to differentiate 
between true and pseudo-achlorhydria. Therefore, a new and 
more accurate method of determining this is needful, at least 
as an adjunct to the fractional gastric method. 


Dr. ©. B. Wricut, Minneapolis: I have never used the 
alcohol method. [t seems simple and would not be objection- 
able with many patients. I should like to ask the author 
whether any of them objected to having it removed. I use 
the bread and water method. A single aspiration is sufficient 
in all cases, if we find normal acids. In all cases in which 
acid is not found, the aspiration should be continued over a 
considerable period of time, as one may find free hydrochloric 
acid in cases that did not show it before, even up to one and 
one-half hours later. When no acid can be obtained by the 
fractional meal, histamine is valuable. I have used it in about 
a hundred cases. In a small percentage of these cases free 
hydrochloric acid appeared. In regard to gallbladder disease 
and gastric secretion, varying results have been obtained by 
different observers. In a review of about 700 cases seen in 
routine office practice, in which test meals were considered 
necessary, no hydrochloric acid was found in approximately 
15 per cent. In a subsequent careful clinical study of these 
cases, aS nearly as we could determine about 50 per cent 
showed chronic gallbladder disease. I presume that a different 
series, possibly a younger group of patients from the gallbladder 
standpoint, might show an entirely different result. After all, 
the most important fact to determine, clinically, is whether the 
patient can secrete free hydrochloric acid or not. One can 
draw but feeble conclusions from the degree of acidity. If 
an aspirated highball will give as much information as is given 
by a fractional meal and histamine, I would be strongly in its 
favor. 


Dr. Max Ernuorx, New York: Those who are working 
with the test breakfast of old may continue to use it. With 
it we can study the normal way in which the stomach works 
by giving normal foods. Ewald and Boas wanted to see what 
went on physiologically when a normal man took coffee and 
a roll, and that was their reason for instituting a simple meal, 
in order to make it a little easier, instead of a complicated 
one. Riegel introduced the test dinner—soup, steak and a 
vegetable and bread. The food is taken out three hours later, 
at the height of digestion. If we give alcohol we give it the 
way Ehrmann usually prescribed it, 5 per cent strength. The 
advantage of that is that there are no food particles to obstruct 
the tube and everything is perfectly clear. However, I do not 
think that this test amounts to much. We want to examine 
the patient under as easy conditions as possible. I think that 
at present we can get along with the examination we make in 
one sitting. The test breakfast has another advantage. The 
patient usually has had dinner or supper the night before. 
He has not been prepared. In the morning he has tea and 
rolls only, and if one gets a sample of the fluid, one can see 
whether there is something else admixed. That is the reason 
many physicians prefer the test breakfast to the test dinner. 
When | described achylia I laid stress on the fact that not 
only is there no free hydrochloric acid but there is also no 
combined acid. The acidity is so low that one can hardly 
recognize it. The gastric content either is neutral or has an 
acidity of from 4 to 6, without pepsin or rennin ferments. 
However, in cases of achlorhydria or subacidity, that is not 
definite. In order to make sure that there was really no 
gastric secretion I tested the fluid that I took from the test 
breakfast for peptone and proteose. In achylia we do not find 
these things. In cases of spurious achylia we do find that 
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there has been some kind of secretion which has been success- 
ful in digesting some of these albumins. In those doubtful 
cases we can use histamine. Histamine is not a physiologic 
meal. In that case we are examining a patient under false 
conditions, but if we have to do it, it is all right to use it 
occasionally. I should not, however, introduce it as a routine 
for all patients. Why should they be subjected to that when 
we can get as good results without hypodermics and after a 
simple meal ? 

Dr. Garnett CHENEY, San Francisco: In regard to pre- 
ferring the Ewald meal to alcohol, entirely aside from some 
of the more technical points that were raised, we have used 
both types of meal in quite a large number of patients. My 
feeling after giving both is that the alcohol not only is simpler 
hut gives us a little more accurate information. That opinion 
is based on several hundreds of determinations. In regard 
to the ingestion of alcohol, we are giving almost 2 ounces of 
a 7 per cent solution. That is not much alcohol, and there 
are never any untoward effects seen from taking that small 


amount, nor have we ever received any objections to having 


it taken out. As to the use of histamine, I do not wish to 
give the impression that I advocate histamine as a_ routine 
procedure. We have used it practically only in cases of 
achlorhydria to see whether some acid could be produced. 
Some definite and fairly alarming reactions may occur. One 
should think twice before injecting histamine. 


ROENTGENOGRAPHIC CHARACTERISTICS 
OF LESIONS OF BONE* |

There are many factors concerned in the diagnosis 
of lesions of bone by the roentgen ray, and either fail- 
ure to show the lesion in the film or failure to recognize 
the lesion in the film may result. 

One frequently hears, or reads, that the roentgen ray 
is of little value in the diagnosis of certain types of bone 
lesions. To this should always be added the words “in 
our experience,” because the evidence is in the film and 
either faulty technic or error in interpretation must be 
blamed for failure to discover it. 

Perfection of technic is essential ; anteroposterior and 
lateral views of all the long bones, and lateral or oblique 
views of the spine and flat bones, will frequently avoid 
error, and usually stereoscopic views will be of assis- 
tance. Roentgenograms of the corresponding part of 
the opposite side for comparison may, occasionally, 
avoid embarrassing misinterpretations. 

The human factor must always remain. Pathology 
as one of the older of the medical sciences is still rife 
with disagreement, and the same is true of roentgenol- 
ogy. Lf it is remembered that none of the medical sciences 
are exact and that each is only a part of the whole, this 
will always suggest careful correlation of the roentgen- 
ologic with the clinical data, and lead to better results. 

Primarily the roentgenologist must decide whether 
there is a lesion in the bone. Wide experience in the 
variations of the normal state due to position, the angle 
of the ray, individual peculiarities of structure, the age 
of the patient and many other factors is necessary to 
avoid the reporting of lesions where none really exist. 
Gas in the bowel superimposed on bone may simulate 
very closely destruction or cyst. The age of the patient 
is a factor in the normal density of the bone; osteo- 
porosis due to advancing age, particularly in the ribs or 
pelvic bones with tissues or bowel content superimposed,

will make it diffcult to rule out the osteoclastic form 
of metastasis to bone or destruction from other malig- 
nant ‘lesions. 

Next in importance is the decision as to whether the 
lesion is benign or malignant. In most cases this is 
possible from the roentgenogram. To the roentgenol- 
ogist of experience the type of the ‘tumor can be sug- 
gested, and this is often important in the prognosis and 
in outlining the form of treatment. The patient may 
be saved unwarranted surgical intervention or, on the 
other hand, may be advised when surgery is imperative 
for the best results. There are exceptions, but a good 
general rule to follow is to look on all lesions in which 
the contour of the bone remains intact as benign, and 
all in which there is a break in the normal contour, 
usually with a sharp demarcation between the normal 
and the abnormal, as malignant. 

Benign lesions may expand the cortex of the bone 
or may cause irregularities of the contour, but they 
never denude the periosteum or invade the soft tissues 
as do malignant lesions. 

In the flat bones and in long bones, if the cortex is 
not involved the tendency of the margins is to a smooth 
outline in the benign lesion and a serrated or promiscu- 
ously invasive type in the malignant lesion. 

_ The differentiation of a primary malignant lesion of 
the bone and a secondary (metastatic) malignant lesion 
is also of considerable import from the standpoint of the 
interest of the patient. A primary growth suggests 
treatment, whereas a secondary (metastatic) growth 
furnishes evidence, in the majority of cases, of the 
futility of surgical procedures, and suggests treatment 
only as a palliative procedure. It is remarkable how 
infrequently one sees metastatic lesions in bone secon- 
dary to osteogenic sarcoma ; there is an element of doubt 
in the minds of many as to whether those seen are 
metastatic, the opinion being that these are multiple 
primary lesions in the same patient. Some types of 
osteogenic sarcoma are very difficult to distinguish from 
chronic inflammatory lesions. 

The sclerosing type of osteogenic sarcoma, in the 
early stages, is frequently confounded with osteomyelitis 
_and syphilitic osteitis. The tendency of the inflamma- 
tory lesion is to retain the contour of the bone, although 
there may be irregularity or expansion, whereas in 
osteogenic sarcoma, if one searches carefully, there is 
practically always some evidence of a break in the 
periosteum and invasion of the surrounding soft parts. 
In the more advanced stages elevation of the periosteum 
is seen, with denuding of the cortex on each side and 
promiscuous invasion of the soft parts in the cor- 
responding area; in these cases the diagnosis is less 
difficult. 

In the Ewing type of sarcoma there is a tendency 
to lamination of the periosteum, parallel to the shaft in 
the long bones, the layers of which have been described 
as “onion skin” layers. The demarcation between the 
normal and the abnormal is less distinct, the character- 
istic being a uniform expansion of the shaft in the long 
bone. The invasion of the soft parts, in both the long 
and the flat bones, where observed, is less distinctly 
marked than it is in the benign neoplasms, and yet is 
discernible in contradistinction to the absence of any 
evidence of contour in osteogenic sarcoma. 

Periosseus fibrosarcomas, arising from the peri- 
osteum or periosseous fibrous structures, are usually 
evident as areas of absorption in the bone, and the 
shadow of soft tissue is fairly well encapsulated. 
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Multiple myelomas are, in their roentgenologic char- 
acteristics, the exceptions to all other primary malignant 
lesions of the bone. In the humerus and in the ribs 
expansion of the whole shaft of the bone is sometimes 
seen without destruction of the cortex, simulating 
rather closely giant cell tumor, which biopsy has proved 
to be myeloma. In the absence of evidence in other 
parts of the skeletal system, it would be difficult to make 
a roentgenologic diagnosis in such cases. The charac- 
teristics of multiple myelomas are numerous widely 
distributed vacuolated areas throughout the bones of 
the skeleton, each as sharply demarcated as if punched 
out by a metal instrument. These are best seen in the 
head, the ribs, the bones of the pelvis and the long 

nes. 

This sharp demarcation of the individual neoplasm 
distinguishes myeloma from the osteoclastic form of 
metastasis commonly resulting from carcinoma of the 
breast. 

Secondary (metastatic) malignant lesions of the bone 
are seen in two forms: the osteoclastic, or purely 
destructive, and the osteoplastic, in which destruction of 
bone and proliferation of bone are coincident. 

The osteoclastic form may best be visualized by the 
term “melted ice.” If the various parts of the skeletal 
system are kept in mind as a block of ice, the lesions 
typify the results of directing a flame against them by 
a blowpipe. There are areas of destruction without 
any evidence of reaction. This type is most common 
following primary lesions in the breast. Infrequently 
one sees the osteoclastic and osteoplastic forms com- 
bined. 

The osteoplastic form is most frequently seen follow- 
ing primary carcinoma of the prostate gland. The 
dominant note of the osteoplastic form is proliferation 
of bone, which gives added density to the bone involved. 
Commencing as a thickening of the bone along one or 
both side of the sacro-iliac synchondrosis in the iliac 
margins, it may spread to involve all the bones of the 
skeleton. Occasionally there may be involvement of 
one or more of the lumbar vertebrae without evidence 
of involvement elsewhere. 

Hypertrophic ostearthritis of the lower lumbar. ver- 
tebrae or the sacro-iliac synchondrosis may simulate 
very closely osteoplastic metastasis. 

Osteitis involving a single pelvic bone occurs without 
anything in the clinical history or general examination 
to explain it. In other cases a dense sclerotic type of 
lesion is observed with an ancient history of typhoid 
or syphilitic infection as the suggestion of its primary 
source. Rarely the sclerotic type is seen and coincident 
secondary anemia will reveal this as a case of “marble 
bone.” 

The roentgenographic shadow of osteoplastic metas- 
tasis is a finely granular one without any evidence of 
the enlargement of bone which distinguishes it from 
that of osteitis deformans ( Paget’s disease), the latter 
showing enlargement of the bone due to subperiosteal 
deposition and a coarsely striated meshwork. The 
femurs provide a differential diagnostic point in the 
thickened cortex and bowing of the shaft in osteitis 
deformans and the lack of any enlargement of the bone 
in carcinomatous osteitis. Additional information may 
be gained from roentgenograms of the head and tibia: 
in osteitis deformans the cortex of the skull will show 
marked cortical thickening or small bony islands of 
deposited bone, whereas the striae and the bowing in 
the tibia are pathognomonic. 
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Tt is well to remember that the spine may be exten- 
sively involved by metastatic carcinoma of the osteo- 
clastic tvpe with little, if any, roentgenologic evidence 
discernible. 

Tuberculosis of the spine has been mentioned in the 
differentiation of osteoclastic metastasis. In tubercu- 
losis the intervertebral disk is practically always 
involved ; it 1s never involved in osteoclastic metastasis. 
The contour of the body of the vertebra is remarkably 
retained in metastasis, barring pathologic fracture ; it is 
practically always altered or destroyed in tuberculosis. 

In syringomyelia, osteomalacia and rare cases of 
metabolic disorder of an unexplained type, one sees 
marked demineralization of the bone and narrowing of 
the anterior borders of the vertebral bodies, and the 
decreased density of the bone may suggest osteoclastic 
metastasis. Osteochondritis in the spine may show 
fragmentation and almost complete destruction of the 
hody of the vertebra with nonalteration of the disk that 
might be interpreted as sarcoma in young patients. 

The benign osteogenic tumors have a common char- 
acteristic from the roentgenologic standpoint ; although 
the cortex may be expanded, distorted or otherwise 
altered in contour, there is never any break in the outline 
and never invasion of the surrounding tissues outside 
the tumor. Exostosis, osteoma, chondroma and osteo- 
chondroma can be differentiated by the variations in 
density of the shadow, the cartilage not offering any 
resistance to the roentgen rays producing lessened den- 
sity, and the bone offering greater resistance to the ray 
producing increased density. Variations in the density 
suggest the preponderance of one of these tissues in 
the tumor. 

The giant cell tumor offers greater difficulties in 
interpretation. The margins of the tumor may be well 
defined, poorly defined or almost indistinguishable ; 
some of the last have to be very carefully studied to 
ascertain that there is no invasion of the surrounding 
soft tissues. Many giant cell tumors exhibit definite 
trabeculae, but occasionally they are seen without evi- 
dence of trabeculae. 

Osteitis fibrosa cystica or fibrocystic disease, and 
cysts in bone are to be distinguished from giant cell 
tumors. In osteitis fibrosa cystica or fibrocystic disease, 
involvement is usually more extensive and frequently 
the lesions are multiple. In osteitis fibrosa cystica or 
fibrocystic disease, trabeculation is constant and_ the 
expansion of the shaft is more symmetrical; that of the 
viant cell tumor is more localized. 

Multiple congenital exostosis is looked on by some 
observers as a developmental defect of the periosteum 
rather than as a neoplasm. ‘The lesions are usually 
symmetrical expansions of the growing ends of the 
shafts of the long bones and may also involve the ribs 
and other flat bones. The periosteum fails to extend 
over the diaphyseal growth disk, and as a result the 
restricting factor, which is the normal function of the 
periosteum, is lost. Interference with the normal 
course of development may cause various deformities 
in the long bones. 

! have avoided all references to pathologic character- 
istics and to the site of the lesion as a clue to its identity ; 
rather, | have attempted to visualize the individual 
lesion as one sees it in the roentgenogram and to identify 
it without any knowledge of the patient’s history or 
clinical data. In my experience, subsequent correlation 
of the roentgenographic with the other data tends to 
more accurate results.

Frequent periodic review of collected groups of the 
individual types of lesions will familiarize one with 
their characteristics and will develop accuracy in 
diagnosis. 

Whenever doubt exists, preliminary biopsy with the 
use of the tourniquet should be advised to protect the 
patient against unnecessary radical surgical procedure. 


ABSTRACT OF DISCUSSION 

Dr. Georce W. Grikr, Pittsburgh: particularly 
pleased to hear Dr. Sutherland emphasize the importance of 
the quality of the negative. I think no other expression has 
done so much harm to roentgenology as the common expression 
that “any one can make a picture, but it takes an expert to read 
it.” That is a fallacious statement. It takes an expert to 
make the picture. Unless the evidence is in the picture, no 
expert can read it. Too often we assume that anybody can 
make a picture, and that any kind of a picture will demonstrate 
hone disease or bone injury. Many of our mistakes can be 
laid to poor quality, or the fact that the negative we use is 
too small. A common practice around hospitals is to use the 
smallest size film possible to cover the lesions. For that reason 
not all the lesion is on the plate, and perhaps some characteristic 
change will be missed because it is on the edge of the plate. 
Another point I want to stress is that the orthopedists, who 
supply a large part of our income, send patients in for roent- 
genograms of bone lesions, and then come in about ten minutes 
later for the diagnosis. It is often embarrassing to put them 
off, so we look at the wet plate and rather hastily make a 
diagnosis. I shall never forget the statement of Dr. Baetjer that 
we should never make a diagnosis of bone lesions because they 
look like something we have seen. That is what we are prone 
to do. Many differentiations must be studied and thought over. 
One cannot make up one’s mind in a half minute when the 
condition is a complicated bone lesion. Dr. Sutherland also 
mentioned that often a plate of the normal side will give a 
comparative view that may make possible the detection of 
beginning or delicate pathologic changes. It is not always easy 
to say whether a lesion is benign or malignant. Sometimes in 
the early stages of malignant lesions, in which the invasion is 
very small, we may be apt to think it is a circumscribed lesion 
and pass it by as being benign when it is really malignant, 
especially in malignant lesions of the periosteum. 

Dr. C. G. SuTHERLAND, Rochester, Minn.: What I have 
tried to present has been a rule to work by, but it should never 
be forgotten that in roentgenology, in medicine, in all science, 
every rule has its exception. So one should always protect one- 
self at the end of a consultation by saying that if there is any 
doubt whatever, one would prefer to see a sernek before any 
radical measures are

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STRAMONIUM AS A THERAPEUTIC 
- AGENT IN THE SEQUELAE OF 
EPIDEMIC ENCEPHALITIS *

The picture of the sequelae of epidemic encephalitis 
is well known. The disease is usually followed for a 
period of a few months to several years by seemingly 
complete recovery, often to be interrupted by one of 
the many variations of the parkinsonian syndrome, 
varying combinations of the symptoms of tremor, 
muscular rigidity, propulsion, bradykinesia, mental 
retardation, fatigability, myalgia, dysphagia, ptyalism, 
hyperhidrosis, the assumption of postures resembling 
catatonia, and, in some cases, pareses. 

Every physician i is aware of the devastating influence 
of these sequelae, both with and without treatment. 
Except for the limited value of scopolamine in dimin- 
ishing tremor, no remedial or alleviating agents have 
been in general use. Many therapeutic agents have 
been advocated as beneficial, including malarial inocula- 
tion,’ nicotine,” sodium salicylate * and others, all with 
only slight, or no benefit. Not until the various alka- 
loids of the Solanaceae were used was any noteworthy 
benefit observed. 

This group consists of belladonna, hyoscyamus and 
stramonium. According to Bastedo, the active prin- 
ciples of these are the alkaloids, atropine, scopolamine, 
hyoscyamine and probably others as yet unknown. 
Each of these herbs contains these three alkaloids in 
varying percentages, on which their generally similar 
and yet strikingly different pharmacologic action 
depends. Belladonna leaves contain chiefly atropine ; 
hyoscyamus leaves contain chiefly hyoscyamine, with 
moderate amounts of scopolamine, whereas hyoscy- 
amine and only small amounts of atropine and scopo- 
laniine constitute the chief alkaloids of stramonium 
leaves. The action of stramonium is therefore probably 
that of hyoscyamine, or possibly that of an unknown 
alkaloid. 

Atropine and scopolamine have been extensively 
studied, and their respective pharmacologic actions are 
well known. As to the pharmacology of the third 
alkaloid, hyoscyamine, chief alkaloid of stramonium 
leaves, information from standard textbooks is meager 
and unreliable. Cushny briefly remarks that hyoscy- 
amine is “rarely obtainable in pure form’ and that it 
“resembles atropine,” while Bastedo records that it is 

“similar in action to atropine” and is “little used in 
medicine.” Hare states that the “uses of stramonium 
are identical with belladonna,” but our observations 
indicate that stramonium has a very individual and 
characteristic pharmacologic action, with striking dif- 
ferences from atropine or scopolamine. 

In 1906, Erb* recorded the value of scopolamine in 
idiopathic paralysis agitans, and following the epidemic 
of encephalitis, Babinski and Soukes * recommended 
scopolamine in its sequelae. In the following year, 
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Hyslop * reported its value in lessening the rigidity of 
postencephalitic syndromes, whereas several reports 
concerning the use of atropine and belladonna were 
conflicting as to their value. In 1925, Juster® pub- 
lished a paper on the effect of stramonium in abolish- 
ing parkinsonian rigidity, and the following year 
Laignal-Levastine and Valance * reported a year’s treat- 
ment of twenty-four patients, noting that stramonium 
caused a decrease in rigidity, bradykinesia, salivation 
and tremor, with improved mental status. In America, 
Sophie Shapiro * reported using stramonium in 1926. 

Encouraged by the favorable and more complete 
report of Carmichael and Green® on the effectiveness 
of stramonium in diminishing postencephalitic rigidity, 
we undertook to check these observations in a series 
of King County Hospital and private cases of both 
the postencephalitic and the idiopathic paralysis agitans 
type. 

REPORT OF CASES 

To conserve space a composite history of our cases 
follows: From three to ten years ago, each of these 
patients, except a few with idiopathic paralysis agitans, 
was stricken with epidemic encephalitis, ranging from 
an evanescent diplopia to two years of bedfast confine- 
ment. In all these cases there was apparent recovery, 
followed in from one month to three years by various 
degrees of the parkinsonian syndrome. Six brief indi- 
vidual case histories follow, selected because of their 
suitability from a total of twenty-three. Particular 
attention is paid to the dosage needed for pharma- 
cologic effect in each case and the status before and 
after the taking of stramonium. The U. S. P. tincture 
of stramonium was employed in doses ranging from 
20 to 70 minims (1.2 cc. to 4.3 cc.), three or four 
times a day, administered orally. 


Case 1.—J. H., a man, aged 44, a car repairer, seen at King 
County Hospital, Feb. 28, 1929, had had epidemic encephalitis 
in 1922, with an illness of several months, followed by eventual 
complete recovery. He worked for six months and then 
“couldn’t get around fast.” Tremor developed in the hands 
and grew steadily worse for one year; then the condition 
remained stationary until the present time. 

The patient had been admitted to King County Hospital in 
1926 with catatonic-like postures, lying in bed 90 per’ cent of 
the time and requiring assistance to attend to the calls of 
nature. He had marked tremor of the hands, arms and legs, 
marked lurching and dragging gait with propulsion and retro- 
pulsion, often falling, fixed parkinsonian facies with the mouth 
open and drooling extreme quantities of saliva constantly and 
bradykinesia; the finger-nose test took eight seconds. The 
mental retardation was marked, the patient requiring a minute 
to respond indistinctly “yes” or “no” to questions; no other 
speech was attempted. He had been fed by attendants for the 
past two years. He was uninterested in his environment, and 
rigidity of the legs and arms was very marked. 

March 2, the patient was given tincture of stramonium, 20 
minims, three times a day, increased 5 minims (0.3 cc.) daily. 

March 10, he walked better, was up and around most of the 
day, was interested in games, the radio and the environment, 
conversed with his companions, and fed himself satisfactorily. 
The facies was somewhat less fixed; the lead pipe rigidity of 
the extremities was gone; ptyalism was completely eliminated, 
and the reaction time, both physical and mental, was approach- 
ing normal. The dragging gait was eliminated but some pro- 
pulsion persisted; the tremor was still marked at times but 
reduced to 75 per cent. Stramonium was increased to 60 
minims (3.6 cc.) four times a day. 
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June 1, scopolamine, “450 grain (0.4 mg.) each morning was 
added. 

By June 18, the scopolamine had diminished the tremor still 
more, but it was noted that the patient was not as well in the 
mornings as in the afternoon, when at least two of the four 
doses had become effective. 


Case 2.—W. S., a man, aged 24, a laborer, seen at King 
County Hospital, March 2, 1929, had had encephalitis in 1923, 
with fever and diplopia for two days, followed by complete 
recovery until 1926, when ptyalism, bradykinesia and tremor 
developed. 

The patient had been admitted to King County Hospital in 
January, 1927, because of marked bradykinesia, with catatonia- 
like postures, marked ptyalism and constant drooling, a bed- 
ridden condition 90 per cent of the time, inability to feed 
himself, marked retropulsion, with frequent falling and injury, 
extreme bradykinesia requiring fifteen seconds for the finger- 
nose test, marked rigidity of the muscles of the arms, shoulders 
and neck, parkinsonian facies, nocturnal urinary incontinence, 
loss of libido, slight tremor of the right hand and forearm, and 
complete loss of interest in his environment. He had had 
scopolamine for eight months, 4oo grain (0.6 mg.), twice daily, 
without benefit. He was given tincture of stramonium, 20 
minims, three times a day, increased to 60 minims four times 
daily. 

By May 30, the patient was a changed person, up and around 
most of the day, helping with ward work, feeding himself with 
ease, attending motion pictures and visiting the city alone, 
enjoying the radio, and playing cards and checkers. The reaction 
time was greatly diminished; the finger-nose test was done in 
one second; ptyalism and tremor were eliminated, and the 
patient took daily. running exercises, without fatigability. 
Retropulsion and falling were almost but not quite eliminated ; 
rigidity was absent, and the facial expression was much 
improved. He smiled occasionally, evinced an interest in con- 
versation with others, and recently had shown evidences of-a 
return of libido. Urinary incontinence had disappeared. 

June 18, it was observed that in the early morning hours, 
the patient was often much worse, probably before the cumula- 
tive effect of the four doses of stramonium had become effective. 


Case 3.—G. N., a man, aged 47, a laborer, seen at King 
County Hospital, Feb. 28, 1929, possibly had had a short attack 
of encephalitis in 1923, with diplopia for three days. One year 
later he developed bradykinesia and tremor of the arms and 
legs, and was admitted to King County Hospital in July, 1927. 

March 1, a most extreme tremor of the arms and legs was 
observed, the patient often sitting on his hands to inhibit the 
tremor. Marked hyperhidrosis of the head and slight propul- 
sion were present; the patient held the hands tightly to the 
sides to control tremor, and there was moderate rigidity. The 
tremor made seli-feeding impossible. He had had scopolamine, 
459 grain, three times a day, with slight benefit, but did not 
miss it when it was withdrawn. He was placed on tincture of 
stramonium, 20 minims, three times daily, the dosage gradually 
being increased to 50 minims four times a day, with very 
marked reduction of the tremor. He felt better, fed himself 
occasionally but with some difficulty, swung the hands when 
walking, and had a less rigid gait. According to his own 
estimate, the patient is very greatly improved, and would not 
dispense with the medicine. 


Case 4—S. L., aged 22, a student, had had epidemic enceph- 
alitis in 1923, with double vision and a temperature of 99.4 F., 
followed in seventeen days by right facial paresis. He con- 
tinued to have right facial paresis, and four months later a 
bradykinesia of the right upper extremity occurred, with absence 
of reflexes. 

September 5, the patient returned to school, but attended only 
one month, and was absent as an invalid for two years. He 
returned to school in 1925 and graduated in 1926. 

‘May 19, 1929, right hemiparesis was present, with a flexion 
deformity and lead pipe resistance in the right leg, very slight 
parkinsonian tremor of the right arm, lead pipe resistance of 
the arm and leg, a marked indifference to the surroundings, 
and a disinclination to enter into conversation. The patient 

as given tincture of stramonium, 20 minims, increased 

‘minims weekly. 
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June 5, the patient reported that he was taking 30 minims 
with slow improvement. He had been able to deal cards, which 
he had been unable to do for two years. The tremor was just 
as before, but he felt somewhat relaxed. 

June 19, it was found that the patient was taking an old, 
cloudy specimen of tincture of stramonium. A new start was 
made, beginning with 45 minims four times a day, increased 
5 minims daily. 

June 20, the patient found it much easier to walk; flexion 
deformity was much less and tremor was absent, but there was 
still a marked limp. He was taking 60 minims four times 


day. 

June 22, the patient talked more readily and more easily, and 
was enthusiastic over his improvement, though it was not as 
great as it was originally anticipated that it would be. 


Case 5.—W. McC., aged 42, an optician, examined May 21, 
1929, had had epidemic encephalitis in 1919 and had been in the 
hospital for five weeks, with fever, diplopia for two weeks, 
excitability, ptosis of the right eyelid, and a slow tremor, or 
contraction, of the muscles of mastication. Complete recovery 
took place in eight months, and he returned to work. 

In 1926, blepharospasm developed, gradually becoming worse 
until recently, when the eyelids closed many times a day, prob- 
ably a hundred, requiring from thirty to sixty seconds to reopen. 
The only other symptom was a “slowing down” and great 


‘ fatigability, in contrast to former great energy. He had been 


taking scopolamine, 499 grain, twice daily for six months, with 
material benefit to the blepharospasm, which was reduced to 
about forty spasms a day, but without improvement of fatiga- 
bility. He was given tincture of stramonium, 20 minims, three 
times a day, increased 5 minims twice a week. 

June 3, no improvement over that obtained with scopolamine 
was noted. 

June 7, the patient began taking 50 minims three times a day 
with considerable improvement in fatigability, and the past two 
nights he had returned to his shop and worked, whereas formerly 
he felt exhausted on arriving home for dinner. Noticeable 
improvement of the blepharospasm over that with scopolamine 
was noted, without toxic symptoms, such as the “drunklike” 
feeling caused by the latter. 

June 18, the patient reported that he was greatly improved 
in “energy and vigor,’ and often did evening work, and that 
mental concentration was noticeably improved. The vision had 
formerly been 20/100 with scopolamine and was now 20/30. 
Without scopolamine or stramonium, blepharospasm occurred 
more than 100 times daily, often necessitating leaving his busi- 
ness at 2 p. m. Scopolamine improved it to about forty times 
a day, whereas now, under stramonium, blepharospasm occurred 


only about twelve times a day, and was momentary, as com- 


pared to the former thirty to sixty seconds’ duration. Under 
scopolamine, he did not drive his car more than four or five 
miles, because of visual disturbances, whereas June 17 he took 
a 150 mile trip with ease. 


Case 6—C. L. L., aged 37, an automobile mechanic, seen, 
April 15, 1929, in the outpatient department of King County 
Hospital, had had epidemic encephalitis in 1923, being in bed 
for two years with very severe, constant lumbar pain, diplopia 
for one year, and amnesia for three months. Complete recovery 
took place in 1925. He worked for six months in 1926, then 
noted marked stiffness of the hands and arms, constant severe 
myalgia in the back in the cervicothoracic region, considerable 
ptyalism, marked fatigability, bradykinesia, propulsion, and 
moderate tremor of the legs with stiffness. For one year he 
was given scopolamine, 490 grain, once daily, which diminished 
the tremor but had no effect on the other symptoms. 

April 15, scopolamine was discontinued and the patient was 
given tincture of stramonium, 20 minims, gradually increased 
to 60 minims on May 15, when cervicothoracic pain was elimi- 
nated. The patient stated that he felt much better; the mouth 
was dry; he stood more erect, and there was less fatigability, 
but the tremor was diminished only one half. Scopolamine, 
Woo grain once daily, was added to the dosage of stramonium. 
Immediately the tremor was entirely eliminated. 

June 5, the patient smiled, showed considerably more anima- 
tion, and was looking for work, being quite euphoric, and no 
longer so fatigable. 
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COMMENT 

It is remarkable that the most valuable use of 
stramonium appears to be in the patients most affected. 
While these, the sickest patients, are still invalids of 
high degree, stramonium has made life much more 
worth while. The benefits noted in patients 1 and 2 
were striking. Both these men were in bed 90 per 
cent of the time, practically leading a vegetative exis- 
tence, staring at the ceiling, and unable to attend to 
any of the functions of life without assistance. They 
are now highly self-reliant and get a certain enjoy- 
ment out of life in listening to the radio and playing 
cards and checkers, and have even become useful in 
helping with work about the wards. Two other patients 
have been made much more comfortable by a lessened 
rigidity and stopping of salivation. Both express them- 
selves as being much more comfortable. A third, who 
was a hopeless invalid before taking stramonium and 
while on scopolamine, is now feeling so well that he 
is looking for employment with a reasonable hope that 
he can earn at least a part of his former salary. A 
woman, not considered here in detail, still has a marked 
tremor, but is free from myalgia of severe degree and 
is capable of walking alone. She can now feed her- 
self and is in a much better state of well being. 

Our worst case was in a man, bedridden 100 per 
cent of the time, speechless, with a tremor grotesque 
in degree, dysphagic to the extent of limiting foods to 
liquids and causing marked emaciation, and _ soiling 
himself constantly because he could not tell of his 
needs. Though still bedridden he can now communicate 
with his attendants by speech, is clean, can swallow 
food and appears to be gaining in weight. The tremor 
is less pitifully extreme, and the bradykinesia is dimin- 
ished, so that he can do small services for himself. 

Patient 3 is still unable to work but is euphoric, has 
marked tremor only when excited, tires less easily and 
can feed himself occasionally. 

Patient 4 has a right hemiparesis, which is almost 
entirely unbenefited, the slight improvement noted 


hand and can deal cards, both of which were formerly 
impossible. He walks more easily because of lessened 
rigidity. His tremor has been eliminated by the 
addition of scopolamine twice daily ; he also feels some- 
what more euphoric. Another patient who had a diver- 
gent paretic strabismus with double vision has not been 
improved. He has been benefited, however, by some 
diminution of rigidity and a moderate improvement in 
euphoria. A temporary paresis of accommodation has 
made him hesitant in increasing the dose sufficiently. 
Postencephalitic patients, as a whole, did. somewhat 
better than those with idiopathic Parkinson’s disease, 
although the latter were too few and their condition 
was not sufficiently uncomplicated to allow firm con- 
clusions. One patient of this group was first seen when 
his condition was complicated by an exophthalmic 
goiter, which exaggerated his tremor and nervousness 
so that he could scarcely contain himself. Stramonium 
was a valuable adjunct to compound solution of iodine 
in preparing him for operation. Since his convalescence 
he finds himself much more comfortable on stramonium 
than when it is omitted. A second patient of this 
group had a record of syphilis that rendered his con- 
dition less uncomplicated than desired, as it may have 
had an etiologic relationship to the parkinsonian tremor. 
However, stramonium abolished the tremor entirely. 
A third patient had an early case of paralysis agitans 
with tremor of one arm and hand, masklike facies and 
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slight propulsion; there were no confusing complica- 
tions. He was entirely relieved of the tremor by 
stramonium, but suffered greatly from xerostomia. In 
two other cases of idiopathic paralysis agitans marked 
benefit resulted from the partial abolition of tremor. 

A number of patients with unusual symptoms were 
benefited in varying degrees. One, with a marked 
trismus among other symptoms, found this symptom 
but little benefited; her tremor, however, was lessened 
and she swallowed better. It is significant that she 
begged for stramonium after it was withdrawn as a 
reversed therapeutic test. Patient 5 of the group pre- 
sented here in detail had an unusually troublesome 
blepharospasm with oculogyric phenomena, partially dis- 
abling him in his work as optician by closing his eyes 
for from one-half to two minutes sometimes as often 
as 100 times a day. Scopolamine reduced the occur- 
rence of this spasm to forty times a day; stramonium 
further reduced it to ten or twelve times, and each indi- 
vidual closure to a few seconds. He can now drive 
his car 150 miles instead of only 5, as was done under 
stress before stramonium was given. Another patient 
developed conjunctivitis and ectropion from insufficient 
winking, but after 70 minims three times a day, saliva- 
tion had ceased and his mental and physical reaction 
time was greatly lessened. His relatives admitted 
marked improvement which he himself denied. 

A third patient discontinued treatment because 
stramonium, when given in doses sufficient to lessen 
his tremor, caused nausea of marked degree. } 

Fatigability as a symptom was always benefited, in 
some cases only slightly but in the majority greatly. 

Myalgia, usually in the nuchal region or along the 
spinal muscles, was always greatly relieved. In one 
case it was markedly benefited, and it was entirely 
abolished in the other two. In the woman previously 
mentioned with severe myalgia, the pain in the spinal 
muscles being of three years’ standing and requiring 
one-fourth grain (16 mg.) of morphine nightly for 
two years, there was entire relief and no morphine 
addiction remained. 

Dysphagia was present in five of our cases and in 
each instance was greatly benefited by stramonium. 

Ptyalism was present in seven of our cases and was 
eliminated entirely in each. 

Hyperhidrosis was present in two, and in both was 
greatly relieved, but it returned under stress of obser- 
vation or effort. 

Muscular rigidity, present in nearly all the patients 
and often of high grade, was usually eliminated or 
was at least substantially lessened so that patients had 
sufficient agility to put on their coats, walk more 
loosely and swing the arms in doing so. 

Propulsion, when of high degree, was never entirely 
eliminated, nor was retropulsion but some improvement 
was noted in all. 

Tremor was always benefited by stramonium, but 
better results were obtained by adding one or two daily 
doses of scopolamine to the regimen. The worst tremor 
noted, that in patient 3, was 80 per cent eliminated, 
but stress would increase it somewhat. 

Pareses, as might be expected, were not benefited. 

Bradykinesia, as noted in timing the finger-nose test, 
playing checkers or eating, was always strikingly 
unproved by stramonium. The finger-nose test was 
reduced in time in an extreme case from fifteen seconds 
to one second. 

The closely related mental retardation was strikingly 
benefited. Affirmative or negative answers that 
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required two minutes before would be given in as many — 


seconds after a period of stramonization. 

Catatonic postures are probably a combination of 
muscular rigidity, bradykinesia and mental retardation. 
These were present in patients 1 and 2 and were 
entirely removed in both. 

Difficulty in self-feeding was occasionally due to 
bradykinesia and catatonic posture, but as often to 
tremor. All patients were able to overcome this diffi- 
culty except the one described in whom the condition 
was worst, and patient 3, who can feed himself only 
occasionally when the tremor is lessened. 

Three unusual symptoms were observed in this study. 
One, blepharospasm, was present in a postencephalitic 
case, and in a case of idiopathic paralysis agitans; a 
second, trismus, was observed in a_postencephalitic 
case, and a third, a respiratory spasm manifested by 
dyspnea in an acute attack, associated with increased 
yawning and sighing habitually, was also noted. 

It is difficult to imagine how stramonium can at the 
same time relieve so many symptoms of varying types. 
Like the alkaloids of the Solanaceae in general, hyoscy- 
amine is a sedative to the central nervous system and 
a paralysant of nerve endings. Further pharmacologic 
study of this drug and a search for other alkaloids 
of stramonium should be made. It has been a long 
neglected drug and as a result most pharmacists have 
on hand old preparations of varying degrees of potency. 
We also find that many pharmacists have preparations 
made in a different manner, so that taste and appear- 
ance as well as effectiveness vary. 

In the light of what we know of the disease and its 
relief by stramonium, the mental retardation must be 
regarded as an excessive inhibition. Muscular rigidity 
is probably produced by a similar mechanism. Pain, 
from its aching nature, is probably a fatigue phe- 
nomenon and is doubtless relieved by stramonium 
indirectly through relief of the rigidity and tremor. 
Salivation is inhibited by paralysis of the endings of 
the secretory nerves. The inhibition of tremor is 
probably also accomplished by action on the endings 
of nerves in the muscles. 

Toxic symptoms due to stramonium were chiefly 
paresis of accommodation, xerostomia and nausea. 
Paresis of accommodation came early, often after 20 
minim doses, and tended to disappear with larger doses. 
Physostigmine was not used in our cases to combat 
this symptom, as it did not seem necessary. Xeros- 
tomia was somewhat relieved by chewing gum. It 
came early, after large doses, in patients who did not 
suffer from ptyalism. It was worse in the idiopathic 
cases of Parkinson’s disease than in postencephalitic 
cases. Nausea was not very troublesome. One patient 
noted an odor of stramonium in his perspiration suffi- 
cient to be disagreeable. One of us noted a mild 
scopolamine-like delirium in one case. 


SUMMARY 

1. Stramonium is an excellent palliative remedy for 
all symptoms of the parkinsonian syndrome of post- 
encephalitic origin, with the single exception of the 
pareses, which remain unbenefited. — 

2. It is of great benefit in idiopathic paralysis agitans, 
but not so much so as in the syndrome of postenceph- 
alitic periods. 

3. Very large doses are necessary. 

4. Toxic manifestations are rare and seemingly 
evanescent, 

5. A search should be made for possible, at present 
unknown, alkaloids of stramonium., 
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6. An effort should be made to induce pharmacists 
to have fresh supplies of the tincture on hand.

ABSTRACT OF DISCUSSION 

Dr. GARNETT CHENEY, San Francisco: Some may have felt 
that the authors’ conclusion that all patients were improved 
was rather optimistic. They certainly are not overoptimistic. 
The reports from other clinics have been just the same as 
theirs. The dosage should be emphasized. Drop dosage, a 
small number of drops being used, will produce hardly any 
benefit in these cases as compared to large doses. If it is 
given by cubic centimeters instead of by drops, perhaps 3 or 
4 cc., three or four times daily, we will see the same results 
that the authors have pointed out. Some of these patients do 
not do as well on stramonium alone as they do on stramo- 
nium and scopolamine. When we originally treated some of 
them, we discontinued scopolamine and gave stramonium and 
were dissatisfied with the result. In giving them both, we 
obtained better results than with stramonium alone. There is 
one small group of cases with a complication that has recently 
been mentioned in the literature, namely, the cases of oculogyric 
crisis, a fixation of the eyes that lasts for several hours at a 
time. We were surprised to see the result of stramonium in 
these cases. Two cases were treated. One has shown definite 
improvement. There are fewer attacks and the attacks are not 
so severe. So far we have not seen any definite improvement 
in the other patient, although his general condition is better. 
We should remember that anything we can do for this group 
of patients to help them is a benefit. We must not expect to 
perform miracles. They all seem to be benefited to a certain 
degree. The use of stramonium really seems to be a distinct 
advance in the therapy of this condition. 


EXPERIMENTS ON THE ETIOLOGY 
OF INFLUENZA 


PRELIMINARY REPORT *

The following is a summary of a report presented 
before the Bacteriology Club of the University of 
Chicago, Dec. 12, 1929. The studies were begun, Dec. 
12, 1928, at the height of the influenza epidemic then 
prevalent in Chicago. Our experiments were designed : 
(a) to attempt transmission of the disease from human 
beings to monkeys by nose and throat swabs and by blood 
transfusion and to transfer “infection” from monkey 
to monkey; (b) to attempt isolation of etiologically 
concerned. microbes from the nose, throat and blood 
of human beings and treated monkeys; (c) to attempt 
“infection” of monkeys and rabbits with isolated cul- 
tures; (d) to study the antibody contents of the blood 
of human beings who had been infected or exposed to 
infection; (e) to examine the cultural, biochemical and 
antigenic properties of the micro-organisms isolated ; 
(f) to study the pathogenesis and immunology of 
infections produced experimentally, and (g) to study 
laboratory infections in man. The results of our inves- 
tigations may be briefly listed.

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1. Preliminary experiments with four rhesus mon- 
keys treated with Pfeiffer bacilli that had first been 
subjected to three rapid mouse passages did not result 
in disease simulating influenza of man. 

2. A disease resembling influenza of man in signs 
of prostration, fever, pathologic changes in the upper 
respiratory tract, and leukopenia with relative lympho- 
cytosis appeared in a series of sixteen rhesus and 
capuchin monkeys inoculated with materials obtained 
during the height of the epidemic from eight human 
cases (six hospitalized and two outpatient bed cases in 
which the physicians’ diagnoses were “influenza” in 
seven and “acute upper respiratory infection” in one) 
or with materials from monkeys so treated. 

3. Twelve type cultures of many investigated were 
used to reinfect monkeys by spraying | the nose and 
throat, or by exposing monkeys by “contact.” In 
twenty-eight animals used in these experiments, a 
disease closely resembling influenza followed only on 
treatment with a culture of pleomorphic streptococci 
that had been isolated from the blood of a very early 
human case. Other cultures appeared to induce clinical 
disease of the respiratory tract that did not, however, 
closely resemble influenza. 

4+. In two monkeys, acute “toxic” reaction with 
immediate prostration followed nose and throat spray 
with these pleomorphic streptococci. With three mon- 
keys, clinical signs of influenza were produced by 
spraying with whole culture, washed bacteria and cul- 
ture supernatant separately. 

5. A mixed culture from mucus in the trachea of 
a monkey experimentally infected with these cocci 
produced in three monkeys more severe infection of 
the upper respiratory tract than the pure culture of 
itself. Deliberate admixture of the inoculum with 
pneumococci further intensified the clinical reactions 
and resulted in the occurrence of disseminated patches 
of pneumonia. 

6. Mild clinical influenza was produced in three 
capuchin and three rhesus monkeys with anaerobic 
cultures of the streptococci and with the streptococci 
mixed with pneumococci. 

7. Mild clinical influenza appeared in three rhesus 
monkeys placed in a cage with a fourth that had been 
sprayed with the pleomorphic streptococci. 

8. In the latter of these experiments and in others 
the severity of the experimental influenza appeared to 
have been declining. A study of the cultures of 
particular interest resulted in establishing strains that 
produced “smooth,” “intermediate” and “rough” types 
of colonies and which differ with respect to other cor- 
related characteristics. With these it was found in a 
series of ten monkeys that infections characterized by 
initial polymorphonuclear leukocytosis and subsequent 
leukopenia with relative lymphocytosis, acute and sub- 
acute rhinitis, pharyngitis, tonsillitis, tracheitis and 
bronchitis were produced by all of these strains of the 
pleomorphic Streptococci, but most severely by those 
which grow in “rough” colonies. 

9. Spray infection with “rough” strains resulted in 
evidences of mild reaction in four monkeys vaccinated 
by spraying the nasopharynx with heat-killed sus- 
pensions. 


the pleomorphic streptococci, especially of the “rough” 
colony type, was followed within half an hour by mild 
leukopenia associated with reduction in the polymorpho- 
nuclear cells and within one and one half hours by 
severe polymorphonuclear leukocytosis. 


10. Intracardial injection of filtrate from cultures of. 


11. In each animal experiment the effect of intro- 
ducing sterile salt solution, broth or other menstruum 
appropriate to the occasion or of the swab or other 
transfer technic was tested by “control” treatments. 

12. Nose and throat sprays and intratracheal in- 
jections of the pleomorphic streptococci into rabbits 
were followed by no evidences of disease. 

13. Serologic studies on samples of blood cellected 
shortly after the epidemic of influenza from approxi- 
mateiy fifty persons demonstrated the very common 
occurrence in apparently significant concentrations of 
agglutinins against the pleomorphic streptococci and 
the more or less closely related diplococci that were 
being found capable of inducing severe and mild upper 
respiratory disorder, respectively, in monkeys. The 
agglutinin titers were somewhat correlated with the 
clinical histories with respect to the incidence and 
severity of “influenza” or “colds” during the period of 
the epidemic. The agglutinins were “specific” so far 
as this could be determined by agglutinin absorption 
tests. Agglutinins against other test cultures used 
(including sugar fermenting and nonfermenting types 
of gram-negative, rod-shaped organisms and strains of 
Pfeiffer’s bacilli) were quite generally lacking. 

14. Of the many hundreds of cultures isolated from 
human and monkey sources and studied presumptively 
or comprehensively, eight morphologic and cultural 
groups appeared. From monkey infection and human 
serologic experiments it appeared that only two might 
be of any etiologic significance to the influenza epidemic 
of the winter of 1928-1929. These were, respectively, 
our group I—highly pleomorphic, green-producing 
streptococci, which vary in their gram-staining and 
fermentative properties and which have not been found 
normally to occur in the blood or respiratory tract of 
monkeys—and our group Ia—nonpleomorphic, gram- 
positive, relatively large, green-producing diplococci. 
The organisms of both groups are bile insoluble, facul- 
tative aerobes. These two groups are, in a measure, 
serologically dissimilar. The former are decidedly 
more effective in producing experimental influenza in 
monkeys. It seems not improbable that the pleomorphic 
streptococci are similar to or are identical with organ- 
isms described in bacteriologic investigations of the 
influenza epidemic of 1918-1919 and of more recent 
outbreaks. We have isolated cultures of this group at 
least forty-nine times. It is certain or highly probable 
that at least forty-eight of these were derived from 
human sources directly or from monkeys that had been 
directly or indirectly infected or contaminated with 
material from human sources. 

15. Ina significant number of instances, acute disease 
of the upper respiratory tract occurred after the close 
of the epidemic among members of the staff exposed to 
infection with pleomorphic streptococci in the laboratory. 

16. From the evidence at our disposal, it seems not 
improbable that the pleomorphic streptococci of the 
types investigated were etiologically related to the in- 
fluenza outbreak of the winter of 1928-1929. 

These investigations were financed by funds from the 
University of Chicago, from the Influenza Commission 
established and financially aided by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company of New York, and by generous 
grants from the Julius Rosenwald Fund of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

The full report of the studies will appear shortly, 
probably as a separate monograph. 
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MEDICINE OF THE AMERICAN INDIANS 


The history of medicine goes back to early European, 
Asiatic and Egyptian sources. Yet the early settlers 
who brought this culture to America and those pioneers 
who later pushed to the West were more or less in 
intimate contact with an indigenous type of civilization. 
The medicine of the, American Indians has often been 
mentioned lightly, but Brooks,’ in a recent contribution, 
has given serious consideration to its various aspects. 

The Indian medicine man was essentially adequate 
for the demands made on him in his native state before 
new problems were raised by the advent of the white 
man. As has been generally true among primitive 
peoples, the etiology of disease was intimately associated 
with religion and the office of medicine man combined 
with it the functions of priest. The incumbent “has 
always held a position in the tribe and in its social 
standards far more powerful and important relatively 
than the white medicine man has yet attained.” Not 
infrequently, well known war chiefs were also the 
medicine men of the tribe, notably Tecumseh, Geronimo 
and Sitting Bull. Considerable thought and care was 
usually given to the selection and training of the future 
medicine men; in some tribes a family was consecrated 
to the post, while in others a long and arduous course 
of training was required of the chosen ones. The 
function of the medicine man was not only that of 
curing disease and the relief of suffering but also that 
of interpreting natural phenomena and of comforter. 
The elaborate costume, the designs painted on his body 
and the incantations were all of deep significance to him, 
and even the medicines used were considered symbolic. 
“Whatever of humbug and charlatanry may be urged 
against the medicine of the American Indian can be 
advanced with equal truth against all forms of medical 
practice of the same period.”” Many of these men were 
sincere in their efforts and contributed much to the 
health and comfort of white traders and trappers as 
well as of their own tribesmen.

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The types of diseases and injuries treated by the 
Indian medicine man were, of course, influenced by the 
peculiar customs and life of these people. For one 
reason or another the infectious diseases were little 
known among the American Indians. Before the con- 
tamination by the white man, syphilis and tuberculosis 
as we know these diseases did not apparently occur 
among them. Since such diseases were practically 
unknown, there is found no reference to treatment for 
them in Indian medicine. Likewise there were no 
therapeutic measures against neoplasms, for these were 
unknown among the pure tribes. Even today, malig- 
nant tumors are extremely rare among Indians. 
Insanity is likewise rare. The coming of the white 
man is blamed for the introduction to the Indian of 
obesity, arteriosclerosis, various infectious diseases, 
ophthalmia and trachoma. Although the medicine man 
may have confused the etiology of internal disease with 
religion, he was particularly deft in the reduction of 
dislocations and the treatment of fractures and wounds. 
A sharpened fragment of flint or, later, the knife was 
used to open abscesses and to produce scarification, and 
all these operations were carried out without the use 
of analgesic drugs, since the Indian considered it 
unmanly to give evidence of pain or to use measures to 
subdue it. | 

Elaborate ceremonials usually accompanied the prep- 
aration of drugs. These were given in the form of 
decoctions, though often they were taken in the raw 
state. Although constipation was not common among 
the American Indians, both saline cathartics and those 
of the aloes group take an important place in their 
list of drugs. Emetics, too, were frequently used, both 
these and laxatives being employed in religious cere- 
monies. Large volumes of warm water flavored with 
sassafras were taken as a diaphoretic, while the Indians 
apparently were acquainted with herbs exerting a pow- 
erful diuretic action. Antipyretics were few and 
ineffective. It seems strange that, while analgesic drugs 
were not used to combat pain, sedatives were employed 
in preparation for religious ceremonies. 

Dietotherapy had reached some degree of develop- 
ment among the Indians. Strict limitation to soft 
foods or total abstinence from food was practiced after 
severe wounds or in febrile conditions. In anemia and 
general weakness, bone marrow and goose or duck 
eggs were given, while liver was used liberally. Husks 
of cereals, fibrous fruits and leaves were used for their 
roughage in order to stimulate peristalsis. In measures 
of what now would be termed “public health,” the 
Indians showed appreciation of the basic principles. 
Their technics of incineration and isolation of the dead 
were highly effective, though the procedure was carried 


_ out primarily in connection with religious rites. Tribes 


of the higher type abandoned camp and burned the 
clothing of the sick after outbreaks of epidemic diseases. 
The periodic migration of the tribes from winter to 
summer camps was probably based in part on the belief 
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in the beneficent effect of change of climate. As might 
be expected, the Indians worshiped the sun and were 
well acquainted with the therapeutic value of direct 
sunlight for many diseases. 

There have been few races that have not con- 
tributed something to modern civilization. The 
fundamental features of medicine as practiced today 
began among the Greeks and Romans. If, therefore, 
the native American medicine man contributed little to 
the armamentarium of the art of healing, he neverthe- 
less, by force of his personal dignity and achievements 
and through dispensation of such medical aid as he 
could give, gained a position of influence among the 
people such as may well be emulated by the more 
favored medicine man of today. 


XANTHEMIA AND XANTHOSIS 


If there is one conception arising from recent studies 
in nutrition that stands out above the emphasis on the 
special dietary advantages of the liberal use of milk, 
it is the demonstration of the many ways in which fruits 
and vegetables, especially leafy vegetables, can supple- 
ment and amplify the ration. In 1922, Sherman and 
Smith! wrote: “It now appears that a diet consisting 
largely of breadstuffs and cereals is more effectively 
supplemented by vegetables than by meats. This is 
true not only as regards the previously known factors 
of the food supply but also because of the richness in 
vitamins of the fruits and vegetables.” Subsequent 
investigation has repeatedly affirmed the foregoing 
statement. In addition to the organic and inorganic 
constituents of plants known to be utilized by the animal 
for energy production and for building new tissue, there 
are accompanying substances concerning whose effect or 
function in the body there is considerable uncertainty. 
Among these are the plant pigments. Whereas there 
is no doubt of the peculiar nutritive value of green 
leaves, the part played by chlorophyll has not been 
determined. In green leaves, in addition to the 
chlorophyll, and in many of the root vegetables and 
cereals, occur yellow pigments, of which carotin is a 
typical example. Crystalline samples of this compound, 
a hydrocarbon, have been shown to cure pellagra-like 
lesions in dogs ? and even to exhibit marked vitamin A 
potency.* More recent studies,* however, have led to 
the suggestion that the observed responses were due 
to a contamination of the carotin rather than to the 
pigment itself. Granting for the moment that carotin 
is merely a superfluous accompaniment of the more 
desirable plant constituents, the question arises as to the 
ability of the body to dispose of the relatively large

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quantities which, under certain dietary regimens, must 
inevitably be ingested. 

In the blood of persons eating considerable amounts 
of oranges, carrots and other foods rich in the yellow 
pigment, it is possible to demonstrate the carotinoid 
pigments that occur in the foods by extracting the blood 
with suitable solvents and comparing with the food 
coloring matter spectroscopically. This condition is 
known as xanthemia. When the pigmentation becomes 
more intense the yellow coloration becomes superficially 
obvious on the palms of the hands, the soles of the fect 
and in the nasolabial folds, a condition known as xan- 
thosis. Unlike the situation in jaundice, the sclerotics 
are not yellow in xanthosis. While xanthemia may occur 
alone, xanthosis never is observed without xanthemia. 
This collection of pigment in the blood and the localiza- 
tion in certain tissues raises questions not only as to 
the normal and abnormal metabolism of these sub- 
stances but also as to the effect of their presence on 
diagnosis of conditions affecting the biliary system, 
since the color of the skin simulates that seen in icterus. 
Moreover, many persons consuming large quantities of 
yellow fruits and vegetables show neither xanthemia 
nor xanthosis. 

In a recent contribution on this subject, Boeck and 
Yater® have reported the results of the examination 
of 189 patients at the Mayo Clinic, some with diabetes, 
some with other diseases, and a small group in which 
there had been a previous diagnosis of xanthosis. Oi 
the hundred cases of diabetes, xanthemia was present in 
eighty-six. There was little correlation between age 
and the incidence of the condition, nor were the patients 
with long-standing diabetes more prone to xanthemia 
than those with the disease for a shorter time. The 
severity of the diabetes bore no relation to xanthemia. 
Nine per cent showed xanthosis, and all of these had 
severe cases requiring insulin. In none was there any 
demonstrable relation between the level of color in the 
blood and the presence of xanthosis. Of fifty-three 
patients without diabetes but with various other dis- 
ease conditions, xanthemia was found in forty-seven 
and xanthosis in only three. The presence of jaundice 
had no effect on the development of xanthemia. It is 
striking that xanthemia occurred in all the patients with 
nephritis or renal insufficiency associated with arterio- 
sclerosis and hypertension, although some of them had 
been on normal diets before entering the hospital. In 
patients in whom the diagnosis of xanthosis had been 
made previously, it was found that a diet rich in vege- 
tables had been consumed by all but five.- While here 
again xanthosis was present in all the diabetic patients, 
there was no symptom shown by this group directly 
attributable to xanthosis. 

The high incidence of xanthemia in the patients 
examined by Boeck and Yater raises the question of 
the probable occurrence of this condition among other-

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wise healthy persons who consume quantities of pig- 
mented fruits and vegetables. It appears from the 
foregoing review that little clinical significance can be 
attributed to xanthemia or xanthosis, and the fact that 
the incidence of these conditions was high in diabetes 
and renal disorders is merely correlated with the dietary 
treatment given these patients. From the available 
evidence it appears that the ability of the organism to 
excrete or otherwise dispose of these compounds is 
limited in a great many cases. The urge to use fruits 
and vegetables for their unique dietetic value may be 
counterbalanced by the likelihood of the development of 
the disagreeable symptoms of xanthosis. This situa- 
tion can be clarified only by further information, which 
can probably be obtained most advantageously through 
controlled experiments on laboratory animals. 


Current Comment 


THE ETIOLOGY -OF INFLUENZA 


This week THe JOURNAL publishes (page 2030) a 
preliminary report of the work by I. S. Falk, Ph.D., and 
his colleagues on the etiology of influenza. The Univer- 
sity of Chicago investigators do not seem to have gone 
far beyond previous research on influenza, as was pointed 
out in our current comment last week. The difficulty in 
interpreting the results is largely due to the fact that 
it is difficult to distinguish clinical epidemic influenza 
from acute respiratory infections in monkeys and, 
indeed, in man. In 1892 Pfeiffer described an organism 
as the causative organism of this disease. Since that 
time other allegedly causative organisms have been 
described. Ina review of the history of the bacteriology 
of influenza by Prof. E. O. Jordan," it is revealed that 
every decade since 1900 has yielded its quota of influ- 
enza germs. ‘The earliest definite report of successful 
human inoculation with pure culture of the Pfeiffer 
organism was recorded by Dr. D. J. Davis in Chicago in 
1906. Davis, however, emphasized that the symptoms 
following inoculation in human beings were not those 
of true influenza. During the 1918 epidemic, volunteers 
were inoculated with thirteen different strains of bac- 
teria isolated from cases of influenza. All developed 
symptoms, but again it was believed that these symptoms 
were not the typical symptoms of epidemic influenza. 
The green producing streptococcus isolated by Mathers 
and Tunnicliff in 1918, the one isolated by Rosenow 
of the Mayo Clinic in 1919, the filter passing organism 
described by Meyer in 1919, and the organism dis- 
covered by Olitzky and Gates of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute and called by them Bacterium pneumosintes, would 
seem to deserve as much consideration as should be 
given, at least on the basis of the available evidence, 
to the germ recently announced by Falk as the specific 
cause of this disease. Jordan wisely emphasizes, after 
a consideration of all the available facts, that it cannot 
be definitely asserted that negative inoculation: experi- 
ments are sufficient to rule out Pfeiffer’s organism, since 
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it is quite possible that there are some unknown factors 
which influence the likelihood of a person to become 
infected with influenza. The work of Falk and his 
colleagues is of great interest and should, no doubt, be 
given serious consideration in any survey of the bac- 
teriology of influenza. To intimate, as was done in 
numerous interviews, editorials and other publicity 
relative to this discovery, that the way is now clear for 
a vaccine or antitoxin or any other specific method of 
treating influenza is to go far beyond the actual evidence 
provided by this bacteriologic research. 


A BRITISH VIEW OF MEDICAL EDUCA- 
TION IN THE UNITED STATES 


A prominent event in medical education during the 
current year was the address of Sir Norman Walker, 
the direct representative for Scotland on the General 
Medical Council of Great Britain, in regard to ‘Medical 
Education and Licensure in the United States of Amer- 
ica.” * Sir Norman Walker was in an unusually favor- 
able position to speak from knowledge and _ with 
authority in regard to the subject of his paper. His 
first visit to the United States was in 1890, just before 
the reorganization of the American Medical Association 
had taken place wherein the county medical society was 
made the basic unit of the national organization, and 
also before the Association had begun its persistent 
efforts for the betterment of medical education. Dr. 
Walker’s second trip to the United States was in 1906, 
at the time when the newly created Council on Medical 
Education had just begun its activities. His third trip 
was in 1920, when the effectiveness of the Council's 
activities could be appreciated. During his third visit, 
in company with three other prominent visitors from 
abroad, Dr. Walker made a tour of a selected group 
of universities and their medical schools in various parts 
of the country. Dr. Walker’s latest visit was in the 
spring of 1928, when he gave, by invitation of the 
Council, an address at the Congress on Medical Edu- 
cation, Licensure and Hospitals. The statements 
included in Sir Norman Walker’s article, therefore, 
revealed an accuracy of detail which was due not only 
to his keen observations but also to his personal contact 
with medical education in America during the several 
stages of the Association's activities. Our appreciation 
is due to Dr. Walker for calling attention to what might 
be termed the regeneration of medicine in this country. 
His article is a worthy reflection of the history of 
Medical education in the United States.

Atlanta’s sick and needy. The resolution pointed out that the 
physicians of Atlanta last year rendered free medical service to 
84,000 residents with a conservative valuation of more than 
$2,000,000, and that this was the greatest single contribution 
made to Atlanta’s sick and needy. The society protested against 
the unjust criticism of the Community Chest. The free services 
rendered by its members were considered ample contribution 
toward their share to all public welfare work and public charity 
in Atlanta. The resolution was not to be construed, however, 
as preventing members irom making other contributions in 
addition to their services, if they felt inclined. 
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ILLINOIS 


Riddell Deported to Canada.—Roy Riddell, who last April 
was sentenced to sixty days in the Rock Island County Jail for 
practicing medicine without a license, has been deported to 
Canada for violation of the immigration act of 1917, in that he 
had been convicted of a felony or other crime or misdemeanor 
involving moral turpitude, to wit, abortion prior to entering 
into the United States. The district director of the U. S. 
Department of Labor at Chicago, Mr. S. D. Smith, stated that 
under the present law Riddell is forever debarred from reenter- 
ing the United States. Riddell is said to have posed as a 
doctor for years, in the vicinity of Milan. He is a Canadian by 
birth (THe JouRNAL, June 1, 1929, p. 1869 

Another Registration Area Being Formed.—The U. S. 
morbidity registration area, which is being organized, will 
become effective, July 1, 1930. Its object will be to promote 
the reporting of notifiable disease and the compilation of reports 
which will represent fairly accurately prevailing disease condi- 
tions. To be eligible to membership in the new registration 
area, the U. S. Public Health Service must have evidence that 
the prevalence of diphtheria, scarlet fever, smailpox, typhoid, 
tuberculosis and poliomyelitis is reported at least 75 per cent 
complete, and the evidence must be in the form of results 
obtained by conducting surveys in four different areas in the 
state or community that applies for admission. Illinois has 
made formal application for admission, and arrangements are 
under way for making the test. 

Chicago 

Diphtheria Immunization Campaign.—The Illinois Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs and the parent-teacher associations 
are organizing a campaign which will reach every precinct in 
Chicago for the purpose of advising parents to take their chil- 
dren to the family physician or, if destitute, to the state and city 
departments of health to have them immunized against diph- 
theria. Citizens will cooperate with the health department in 
carrying on educational work by means of posters and news- 
paper articles. An advisory committee of the Chicago Medical 
Society has recommended to the health commissioner that prac- 
ticing physicians make the injections at $1 each on Saturdays 
at hours which they may choose; the health commissioner, 
Dr. Arnold H. Kegel, desires that practitioners do this work. 
He has written all of them in Chicago outlining the work to be 
done and requesting their cooperation. It is estimated that there 
are about 500,000 children in Chicago to be immunized.

Medica! Center for Negroes.—At a dinner, December 20, 
the proposal to establish a modern medical center for negroes 
in Chicago, for which at least $3,000,000 will be needed, was 
considered. The dinner was called by Julius Rosenwald, who 
has made a generous contribution to the fund. Dr. Frank 
Billings is general chairman of the campaign. John D. Rocke- 
feller, the General Education Board, has _ given 
$1,000,000. The fund is to be spent as follows: $1,000,000 for 
a teaching fund for the University of Chicago to build a train- 
ing center for the instruction of medical students; this amount 
is already assured; $900,000 for the new Provident Hospital 
and Training School, of which $750,000 will be used to buy the 
present plant of the Chicago Lying-In Hospital; about $150,000 
of this will be used for remodeling and new equipment ; $1,000,000 
as an operating fund, which is the minimum required. 

The program of cooperation between the University of 
Chicago and the Provident Hospital provides for, among other 
things: 1. Medical and surgical care of the sick, in a modern 
hospital and outpatient department, with a staff of highly trained 
physicians and with modern equipment and laboratory facilities 
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for the diagnosis and treatment of disease. 2. An increased 
number of internships for colored medical graduates. 3. Post- 
graduate education and training. Such opportunities have been 
almost nonexistent except to those who have been able to go 
to Europe. 4. Professional advancement of highly qualified 
physicians on a par with opportunities available only to whites. 
Colored physicians have rarely had positions comparable to 
those which will be created in this hospital. Opportunities 
for teaching and research as well as clinical medicine, surgery 
and for the specialties. 6. Opportunities for studying diseases 
which present the gravest health problems of the negro. 7. The 
study of negro public health problems and the training of negro 
public health workers. 
of a greater number of negro nurses. 9. Training of negro 
technicians for laboratory, roentgen-ray and electrocardiographic 
work, and for the development of administrators for negro hos- 
pitals. 10. The study of negro social problems and training of 
negro social workers.

Brooklyn Leads in Diphtheria Immunization.—The 
campaign by the Diphtheria Prevention Commission to have all 
children immunized against diphtheria, which has been under 
way about a year, has resulted in the administration of 201,698 
immunizations. Brooklyn leads all other boroughs with a total 
of 113,551 and outranks other boroughs in the number of chil- 
dren who were given immunizations by private physicians. 
Brooklyn physicians, up to December 12, had administered 49,685 
immunizations of the total of 58,225 ‘administered by private 
practitioners in the entire city. This is remarkable, since Brook- 
lyn has only slightly more than one third of the city’ s population. 
The health commissioner, Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, expresses 
appreciation of this sincere cooperation in a campaign in which, 
at the start, he desired that the work be done by family hysi- 
cians.

“Whipped Butter” Prepared in Places Unknown.—The 
sanitary code of New York City has been changed to regulate 
the sale of “whipped butter,” which is defined as any butter 
with or without the addition of salt, which has been whipped 
or treated by a machine or device. Whipped butter, which is 
one of New York’s favorite delicacies, is being prepared in 
vast quantities, the health department says, surreptitiously dur- 
ing the night in places unknown to the department. Such butter 
cannot be sold in the city without a permit from the board oi 
health. Whipped butter is so easy to adulterate with oleo- 
margarine, other oils and water that the housewife can be 
readily deceived. Regulations were issued in 1927 attempting 
to protect housewives against adulterated whipped butter, but 
the regulation which prohibited the keeping of churns was held 
to be unconstitutional by the courts. The recent change in the 
sanitary code will enable authorities to prevent the preparation 
of whipped butter by persons who may be carriers of disease, 
or in such unsuitable places as garages, stables and cellars.

License Revoked.—The state health commissioner reports 
that the public health council at a meeting in Morgantown, 
November 28, revoked the license to practice medicine in West 
Virginia of Dr. Otto Fisher, he having been convicted and 
sentenced to ten years in the West Virginia penitentiary for 
causing the death of a young woman following a criminal 
abortion.

Harry E. Barnard, Ph.D., 
Washington, D. C., director of President Hoover’s conference 
on child health, pointed out the need for organizing the child 
health councils to assist in forwarding the plans for the White 
House conference on child health. A constitution and by-laws 
was adopted, and Dr. Arthur T. Post, Clarksburg, was elected 
chairman for 1930.

Commonwealth Fund Hospitals.—Three of the first group 
of five hospitals projected by the Commonwealth Fund are 
already in service—the Franklin County Memorial Hospital at 
Farmington, Maine, was dedicated last June; the Community 
Hospital at Glasgow, Ky., was dedicated September 3; the hos- 
pital in Rutherford County, Tenn., was opened in May, 1927 
(THe JourNAL, Sept. 10, 1927, p. 890). The other two hos- 
pitals of this group of five at Beloit, Kan., and Wauseon, 
Ohio, should be at work, the Fund says, by the end of this 
year. 

Jewelry Made from Milk.—At a dinner in New York, a 
manufacturer exhibited hundreds of beautiful and useful articles 
made from the protein of milk. From plastic casein (better 
known as cottage cheese) strands of jade-green beads, brace!ets 
and decorative buckles were made. There were exhibited kuniie 
and fork handles resembling old ivory, green lamp shades, amber 
colored fountain pens and pencils, combs, shoe horns, umbrella 
tips and ornamental door knobs that had been made from 
skimmed milk. Casein, the National Dairy Council says, is 
used also as the base of letters in electric signs. The plastic 
casein used was made from sweet skimmed milk. 

Substandard Ether Seized.—A large shipment of ether for 
anesthesia was seized by the federal government at Bayway, 
N. J., recently. The 108,300 quarter-pound tins seized were 
part of a lot made for the government during the war and had 
been in storage up to 1926. The war department sold it under 
bond, so that it would not be used or resold for anesthesia pur- 
poses, but only for technical use, such as in laboratories, for 
dry cleaning or for fuel in starting motors. Contrary to the 
bond, some of this ether was labeled as anesthesia ether and 
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consigned to hospitals in small lots. These were seized at 
once. The food, drug, and insecticide administration of the 
government has now removed this large shipment from the 
channels of trade. The standards for ether are those set up 
by the United States Pharmacopeia. 


Spectroscopic Test for Vitamin A.—At a recent meeting 
of the American Physical Society in Chicago, Professor Wood- 
row and Mr. Cunningham of lowa State College reported that 
tests of spinach juice with the spectroscope show that the liquid 
absorbs certain definite rays of light from the spectrum, which 
fact, they believe, indicates the plentiful presence of vitamin A. 
In a report of this meeting by E. E. Free, Ph.D., New York, 
the spectrograph is said to show that spinach juice absorbs 
rays in the ultraviolet part of the — at five places. The 
same is said to be true of cod liver oil and other materials 
believed to contain vitamin A. Future work will be necessary 
to confirm the practicability of the test. Heretofore vitamins 
have never been detected with assurance by chemical analysis. 
Investigators wishing to decide the presence of vitamin A in 
food material have been compelled to make long tests with 
small laboratory animals, determining the presence or absence 
of vitamins through the effects of the food eaten by these 
animals. 


President Hoover Appoints Committee to Study Social 
Trends.—It was announced at the White House, December 19, 
that President Hoover has appointed a research committee to 
make a survey of the social changes that have taken place in 
America in recent years. The study, which is expected to 
require at least two years, will include, among other things, 
the Chicago Tribune says, an attempt to ‘obtain statistics show- 
ing the improvements in national health and vitality, the effect 
of city life on mental and physical health, and changes in family 
life caused by scientific progress, by faster means of transpor- 
tation and by the increase in the number of department build- 


ings. The chairman of the commission will be Wesley C. 
Mitchell, professor of economics, Columbia University, New 
York. Other members are: Charles E. Merriam, professor of 


political science, University of Chicago; William F. Ogburn, 
professor of sociology, University of Chicago : Howard W. 
Odum, professor of sociology, University of North Carolina, 
and Shelby M. Harrison, director of the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion. Funds for this study, it is said, will be supplied by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 


The Widal Memorial.—The French National Committee 
for the Commemoration of the Contributions to Science of Prof. 
Fernand Widal proposes: (1) to erect a monument to his 
memory; (2) to place a memorial plaque in the school of medi- 
cine and in Cochin Hospital, and (3) to collect his principal 
works in a special edition. Any one contributing more than $4 
to this fund will receive a copy of the medal. A contribution 
of more than $12 will entitle tthe contributor to the medal and 
a copy of the collected works of Widal. The committee on 
organization, comprising Fernand Bezancon, André Lemierre, 
Pierre Abrami, Marcel Brule, Edouard Joltrain, Louis Pasteur 
and Vallery Radot, has appointed Dr. William S. Thayer, 1208 
Eutaw Place, Baltimore, a recent President of the American 
Medical Association and professor emeritus of medicine at Johns 
Hopkins University School of Medicine, to form a committee 
in the United States to assist in spreading information about the 
Widal Memorial. The French honorary committee comprises 
the president of the French Republic, officers and scientists in 
high positions, professors of the Faculty of Medicine of Paris, 
and friends and pupils of Widal (THe Journat, Nov. 16, 
1929, p. 1580).

Origin of Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research. 
—An interesting story of the origin of the idea which prompted 
Mr. Rockefeller to establish the Rockefeller Institute for Medi- 
cal Research is incorporated in volume I of Dr. Harvey Cush- 
ing’s biography of Sir William Osler. A layman, the late 
Frederick T. Gates, while on a summer vacation in the northern 
New York mountains, read from cover to cover a copy of 
Osler’s textbook “The Practice of Medicine.” Mr. Gates was 
so impressed that he tabulated from Osler’s book those diseases 
for which there were no specific remedies, as well as those the 
cause of which had not been determined. He sent these, 
together with a memorandum of his impressions, to John D. 
Rockefeller. He sent additional memoranda on the subject and 
later discussed it in conference. Mr. Rockefeller became inter- 
ested in the need for research into the cause and treatment of 
disease. The result was the setting aside of a generous sum 
to establish the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research in 
1901. A recent publication by the institute explains its organ- 
ization and its work. There are three departments, the hos- 
pital, ~ general laboratories and the department of animal 
pathology. Dr. Simon Flexner is director of the laboratories. 
Dr. Theobald Smith has been director of the department of 
animal pathology with headquarters at Princeton, N. J., since 
its organization in 19 r. Rufus Cole is director of the 
hospital, which was established in 1910 in order that the experi- 
mental investigations might be supplemented by the study of 
disease as it occurs in man. The ultimate purpose of the work 
in the laboratories is the prevention of disease and the relief 
of suffering. The staff of the hospital is divided into groups, 
each of which is engaged in studying a class of diseases the 
investigation of which demands especially the employment of 
the methods of a particular fundamental science. The diseases 
studied vary from time to time, the choice being determined, 
to some extent, by the fitness of the staff for certain kinds of 
investigation. The three departments are organized for research 
only and normally give no instruction to students. The buildings 
in New York overlook the East River between Sixty-Fourth 
and Sixty-Eighth streets; a special group for the department 
of animal pathology is at Princeton. All members of the staff 
give full time to the work and are not permitted to pursue any 
other gainful occupation. 


Medical Bills in Congress.—H. R. 234 has been passed 
by the House and Senate, authorizing an appropriation oi 
$15,950,000 to provide additional hospital facilities for veterans 
and has been signed by the President. H. R. 5279, introduced 
by Representative Johnston, Missouri, proposes to — the 
World War Veterans’ Act to extend from Jan. 1, 1925, to 
Jan. 1, 1930, the period within which if a neuropsychiatric dis- 
ease and spinal meningitis, an active tuberculous disease, paral- 
ysis agitans, encephalitis lethargica, or amebic dysentery develops 
a 10 per cent degree of disability or more, the disability shall 
be presumed to be of service origin. S. 2568, introduced by 
Senator Robinson, Indiana, proposes to authorize an appropria- 
tion of $2,000,000 to erect a veterans’ bureau hospital in Indiana. 
H. J. Res. 160, introduced by Representative Fish, New York, 
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proposes to authorize the President to designate fifteen delegates 
to the World Conference on Narcotic Education, London, 
England, in July, 1931. H. R. 6124, introduced by Representa- 
tive Glover, Arkansas, proposes to authorize an appropriation 
of $1,800,000 for the reconstruction of the Army and Navy 
Hospital, at Hot Springs, Ark. H. R. 6296, introduced by 
Representative Almon, Alabama, proposes to amend the World 
War Veterans’ Act to provide that any veteran totally and 
permanently disabled by injury or disease not of service origin 
shall be compensated at the rate of $100 a month.

LATIN AMERICA 


Typhus Epidemic.—The New York Times, November 23, 
reported an outbreak of ten cases of exanthematic typhus in 
Sao Paulo, Brazil, with one death. The municipal health offi- 
cials had instituted measures to prevent the spread of the out- 
break, which occurred in a district where most of the American 
and British citizens live. At that time no Americans had con- 
tracted the disease. 

FOREIGN 


Epidemic of Filariasis.—The outbreak of disease in the 
smail island of “St. Kitts” near Trinidad, which was pronounced 
in the newspapers as mysterious, has been proved by the chief 
bacteriologist of Trinidad, Dr. J. J. Pawan, to be filariasis. 
There have been 375 cases in about four months with forty 
deaths, chiefly among the negroes. “St. Kitts’ has an area 
— 65 square miles with a population of about 30,000. It is

Medical Research 

The fifth annual Norman Lockyer Lecture in connection with 
the British Science Guild was delivered by Sir Walter Fletcher, 
F.R.S., secretary of the Medical Research Council, on “Medical 
Research: The Tree and the Fruit.” After reviewing the his- 
tory of medicine from its Greek beginnings he declared that in 
the last four decades the development of the sciences contribut- 
ing to medicine had had no previous parallel. So rapid was 
this development that the universities had been embarrassed to 
make room for expanding scientific activity. The medical stu- 
dent of today was presented with a body of facts twice or 
thrice as great as that with which the student of 1900 had to 
deal. To meet this condition radical changes in method and 
in scope were required and were overdue. It was difficult to 
imagine that surgery had any further major advances to make. 
We had seen the zenith of surgery in the world’s history. 
Every step forward in medical science was a step toward the 
abolition of surgery. On the other hand, the initiative in new 
methods and new remedies had steadily passed away from the 
physician to the worker in the experimental laboratory. Exam- 
ples were arsphenamine, emetine, epinephrine, insulin, vaccines, 
immune serums and vitamins. But much more knowledge was 
required. A common cold could be neither prevented nor cured 
by the physician and the same was true for the specific fevers 
of childhood. The general case mortality for grave infections, 
such as pneumonia or puerperal fever, had remained almost 
stationary for many years. The cause of acute rheumatism in 
children, with its pitiful tale of heart disease, was still unknown. 
The control of malaria and yellow fever which allowed the 
construction of the Panama Canal was known to every school 
boy, but even in the region of tropical disease the layman sees 
that something 1s wrong and that our present knowledge does 
not allow us to pass forward to final success. Yellow fever is 
still entrenched in West Africa, where it is a continual menace 
to the rest of the tropical world, greatly increased by modern 
transport. There are probably more sufferers from malaria 
in the world, though it has been more than thirty years since 
Ross proved insect transmission. Enough is known to free a 
limited area if enough money is spent. But 100 millions of 
sufferers in India alone must wait for relief until some genera- 
tions of betterment have been traversed or until some increase in 
knowledge brings new power. 


METHODS OF IMPROVEMENT 


Only in the universities could the ablest young brains be 
caught for the service of improvement. The pay of competent 
research workers should be such that they might hope in middle 
life at least to be able to bring an education as good as their 
own within reach of their children. Until that was done we 
were insuring the sterility of those who by definition must be 
counted the most desirable begetters of future stock. Sir Walter 
then took India as an example—a country whose primary needs 
lay in the realities of agriculture, medicine and the primary 
human arts. Yet on the viceroy’s council of technical experts 
the primary subjects of agriculture, health and education were 
represented by a layman with no first hand knowledge of any 
branch of science or its methods. The army was represented 
by a soldier, the law by a lawyer, commerce and finance by 
experts, and in the inevitable rivalry of competing interests in 
government policy the only voice speaking for all the most 
primary natural needs of India was that of a man unversed in 
the realities of the scientific life. The problem of gaining 
flexibility in the arrangements, with opportunities for the work- 
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ers to pursue the devious clues of nature not by anchorage in 
one place but by migration, as the scientific need calls, could 
be secured by arrangements for interchange between the various 
services in different parts of the empire. This could be secured 
without difficulty or delay when direction of the system as a 
whole was entrusted to scientific men familiar with the realities 


involved. Progress in the Use of Radium 


The radium commission announces that the 4 Gm. “bomb” 
has been received from Belgium and, after being measured and 
tested in the National Physical Laboratory, it was handed over 
to the Westminster Hospital, where arrangements for its instal- 
lation and manipulation and the treatment of patients had 
already been made. If at the end of three months the National 
Radium Trust decides to purchase the radium composing the 
bomb, it will be entrusted to the hospital for a further period 
of three years at a rental of $2,000 a year, and the hospital 
will maintain a continuous day and night service with the 
bomb, in the pursuit of objectives prescribed by the commission. 
The commission has decided to recognize as national radium 
centers only such places as possess medical schools with com- 
plete clinical courses and facilities for giving instruction in 
radium therapy. The commission believes that the need for 
trained workers is even more urgent than the supply of radium 
itself. It will initiate all negotiations for the constitution and 
equipment of national radium centers through the medical 
faculties of the local universities concerned. When the respec- 
tive claims and requirements of the various radium centers 
have been considered and assessed by the commission, the 
allocation of national supplies of radium will be commenced. 
It is hoped that about 3 Gm. in all will be available for dis- 
tribution on loan by the end of the year. Orders have already 
been placed by the trust for 10 Gm. exclusive of the 4 Gm. 
bomb, and it is anticipated that the whole of this should be 
available before the autumn of 1930. It has been decided to 
install a radon plant at the National Physical Laboratory for 
the purpose of supplying (under proper safeguards) radon to 
hospitals or other institutions which otherwise could receive 
no direct assistance from the commission for radium therapy. 


State Help for the Blind 


The minister of health received a deputation which asked 


that the government introduce legislation to secure for every 
blind person compensation for his disability of at least $6.75 a 
week. They asked also that the piece-work system of remu- 
neration be abolished in blind workshops and improvements 
made in the facilities for training blind persons. The minister 
said that the principle of compensating the blind for their dis- 
ability had been admitted in the act giving them old-age pen- 
sions at 50. He hoped that some advance along these lines 
would be possible. 
The Cancer Campaign 

At the opening of a new radium clinic at the Victoria Hos- 
pital, Burnley, Lord Moynihan said that surgery in its attack 
on cancer had reached its limit. As one person in seven over 
30 years of age died of this disease, it became imperative that 
something more should be done. While the general death rate 
had been lowered 32 per cent in the last twenty years, the 
death rate from cancer had increased. During this century 
alone 12 million people in the civilized world had lost their 
lives from cancer. The attack on cancer could be made more 
effective in two ways—by education and by research. He 
deprecated the statements that it was not wise to talk publicly 
about cancer because it would frighten people. He himself 
feared nothing that he understood. Fear was a quality of igno- 
rance. It had been suggested that he frightened the public to 
death. But following an address that he had given to a lay 
audience a number of persons had consulted physicians, with 
the result that they had been relieved of cancer by operation at 
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an exceptionally early stage. Instead of frightening people to 
death he had been frightening them to life. People were 
incredulous as to the value of surgery and this had to be dealt 
with. Research into the treatment of cancer of the breast had 
shown that when the tumor was limited to the organ, 90 per 
cent of the patients were alive and well ten years after opera- 
tion. The need for research was shown by the fact that many 
cases of cancer of the various organs were now being treated 
by radium with a success which sometimes equaled and some- 
times surpassed the best that the surgeon could do. Radium, 
however, was a dangerous remedy and should be used only by 
experts who could control such factors as the amount to be 
used and the frequency and length of exposure. In this way 
they could carry out valuable research work in conjunction 
with treatment.

Vaccinal Encephalitis 

Netter, in an important communication to the Academy of 
Medicine, has taken a frank stand in favor of the vaccinal 
origin of epidemic encephalitis and rejects the English and the 
Dutch hypothesis of the preexistence in the brain of a particu- 
lar organism to which the vaccine communicates the virulence. 
He first considered in detail the epidemic which was prevalent 
last July in Rotterdam and which was officially termed “alas- 
trim.” The disease had been brought in by a sailor returning 
from the Antilles. The manifestations of this epidemic 
resembled attenuated cases of simallpox such as have been 
observed in Switzerland and in England in recent years. On 
this occasion, the health services in the Netherlands, which, 
owing to the cases of vaccinal encephalitis, had suspended the 
requirement of a vaccination certificate for admission to the 
schools, hastened to promote smallpox t Following 
the application of this measure, other cases of encephalitis were 
observed. Netter holds that the smallpox vaccine is directly 
responsible for the appearance of this epidemic, the cerebral 
symptoms appearing nearly always from the ninth to the thir- 
teenth day; that is to say, when the vaccinal infection has 
become generalized. The vaccinal virus, with positive inocula- 
tion in the rabbit, was recovered in the brain at necropsy in 
two observations by Bijil and Fraenkel of Utrecht. Seven 
children affected with encephalitis were treated with success 
by Hekman of Utrecht by means of the serum of their parents 
who had recently been vaccinated. Netter called attention to 
the fact that encephalitis rarely occurs in revaccinated subjects, 
as they present a certain degree of immunity. The greater 
frequency of postvaccinal encephalitis in recent years is due, 
according to Netter, to the practice of most vaccinal institutes 
of occasionally passing the virus through the rabbit in order 
to reenforce the activity and accomplish the purification of the 
calf vaccine. The neurovaccine, which is widely used in Spain, 
is particularly susceptible of provoking encephalitis, as has been 
shown in the Netherlands (eleven cases of encephalitis in 40,000 
vaccinations). Further, it has been generally known since 
Pasteur’s time that the passage of a virus through the rabbit 
reenforces its action and gives it new qualities. This has been 
observed with rabies and several other infectious and epidemic 
diseases of animals. Since the passage through the rabbit gives 
the vaccines harmful properties, Netter concludes that it would 
be well to abandon such passages absolutely in the institutes, 
as there is no necessity for them now that cultures in vitro of 
the vaccine may be secured. Everything indicates that, if this 
were done, the frequency of postvaccinal encephalitis would be 
materially lessened. In the meantime, we can take up with 
more confidence the treatment of postvaccinal encephalitis by 
the use of serums if the serums are taken from human beings 
recently vaccinated with success, or if they are obtained from 

immunized animals. 
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The Hepatogastro-Intestinal Syndrome and the 
Autointoxication State of the Abdominal 
Sympathetic System 
Dr. Raoul Blondel recently gave, before the Academy of 
Medicine, a complete description of the hepatogastro-intestinal 
syndrome, in which he assigns the initial rdle to hepatic insuffi- 
ciency. Few gastro-intestinal dyspepsias are primary, except in 
adolescence, when too large quantities of food eaten too rapidly 
is the common cause. Almost constantly, especially after the 
age of 40, one finds hepatic insufficiency, either grave or mild, 
associated with dyspepsia. It may have multiple causes, which 
may be found by analyzing the past of the patient: congenital 
syphilis, the abuse of fermented beverages, the too frequent use 
of hypnotics, or habitual infection in the large intestine. Also 
the repeated use of chloroform and of ether, for surgical 
anesthesia, may be a factor. Hepatic insufficiency acts in two 
ways in the creation of the syndrome. There are hepatogastric 
and hepato-intestinal reflexes, which are generators of spasms, 
either active or paralytic. On the other hand, biliary insuff- 
ciency creates fecal stasis, infection of the intestinal milieu and 
the production of toxins. Of these a part returns to the liver, 
whereby its disordered condition is made worse, while a part 
passes into the general circulation. These toxins establish 
themselves selectively in the nervous tissues. Just as the brain 
derives herefrom certain migraines, so the centers of the sym- 
pathetic system become impregnated with these toxins and pre- 
sent thereupon a vagotonic or sympatheticotonic disequilibrium, 
depending on the predispositions of the subject. This explains 
the great variety of symptoms observed, which may take the 
form of constipation or of diarrhea, or of an alternation of 
these two conditions, although the original cause is the same. 
Further, the arterial pressure is ordinarily lowered, and cardiac 
extrasystoles are not infrequent. Aerophagy is often observed, 
especially in vagotonic subjects. But Dr. Blondel gives an 
explanation quite different from that commonly accepted. The 
continual swallowing of air, the consequence of the sialorrhea, 
which depends, in turn, on a sympathetic reflex from the stom- 
ach, supplies only a part of the gases that distend the stomach. 
The remainder comes from the fermentation of the stomach 
contents in the large consumers of bread (who also eat too 
fast), and also from a transudation of the air of the blood 
contained in the vessels of the stomach wall, when the paralytic 
spasm of the wall occurs. These gases have, indeed, the same 
composition as the expired air and not the surrounding atmos- 
phere. This theory is confirmed by the results of the new 
therapy based thereon. Hepatic insufficiency should be treated 
primarily by the regular use of monosodium citrate (from 2 
to 4 Gm. a day), together with a diet poor in animal proteins 
and in ferment-producing residue. Intestinal putridity is com- 
bated by the use of honey and sulphur. Dystonia of the 
sympathetic nervous system is treated by the simultaneous 
administration of atropine and epinephrine, which are antago- 
nists, though their combined use checks the dystonia. Hydro- 
cyanic acid, a valuable antispasmodic, is added in the form of 
distilled water of cherry-laurel leaves, considerable doses of 
which may be administered when it is combined with sugar. 
This treatment leads to remarkable recoveries in old cases of 
dyspepsia of the most diverse types that have failed to respond 

to all the usual remedies. 


A Dentist Sentenced for Negligence 

Some time ago while a Paris dentist was treating a young 
woman, a small sharp instrument termed a “nerve puller” 
slipped from his hand and fell into her throat. Later, it neces- 
sitated a serious surgical operation on the stomach. The client 
brought suit against the dentist, but the court, before render- 
ing a decision, heard the testimony of expert witnesses, who 
declared that the dentist was not guilty of any tort, ds the 
dropping of the nerve puller was due to the imprudence of the 
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client, who had seized his hand. However, the civil tribunal, . 
following the usual severity of French courts in dealing with 
the medical profession, did not take the view of the experts. 
The court decided that in not foreseeing the reactions of his 
patient, and in not taking all precautions to prevent such an 
accident, the dentist had been guilty of negligence, and imposed 
on him a fine of 20,000 francs, in addition to the cost of the- 
operation that the patient had been obliged to undergo. 


Gift to the Society for Relief of French Savants 

Mr. Emile Picard, general secretary of the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris, has received from a generous American, 
who prefers to remain unknown, a check for 300,000 francs, 
in favor of the Amis des sciences, a society organized for the 
aid of unfortunate scientists and their families.

ENDOGENOUS EMACIATION AND ENDOGENOUS OBESITY 


The second day of the congress was occupied chiefly with 
papers on endogenous emaciation and endogenous obesity. Pro- 
fessor Thannhauser of Disseldorf discussed the former. The 
differentiation between exogenous and endogenous emaciation is 
not sharply defined. Emaciation as commonly understood covers 
both forms. Losses in weight that are primarily due to exoge- 
nous factors may result secondarily in endogenous injuries, 
such as atrophy of the endocrine organs. The transfer of the 
fat from the depots to the liver, where the transformation into 
glycogen takes place, depends not only on nervous but also on 
humoral (endocrine) regulatory factors. From either side, a 
disturbance of the synthetic and the decomposition processes of 
fats may result. The decomposition of fat in the tissues is, 
according to Lichtwitz, a fermentative process. In the fat cell 
the substrate is separated from the ferment. Through imbi- 
bition and the reversal of the process, the two are brought 
together. With reference to the hunger instinct, filling of the 
stomach and muscular movements play less of a part than the 
humoral impulses that flow to the brain through the blood 
(for instance, lowering of the -blood sugar level). An exact 
center of the hunger impulse has not as yet been discovered. 
Vitamin B is said to stimulate the appetite for food, while an 
excess of vitamin D may act as a depressant. There are, to 
be sure, cases of emaciation that are associated with an eleva- 
tion or a decline of basal metabolism, yet from basal metabo- 
lism determinations and determination of the specific dynamic 
action a basis of classification of the various forms of emacia- 
tion cannot be secured. Thannhauser seeks to make a classifi- 
cation according to the external manifestations, and the formative 
signs, and distinguishes: 1. Emaciated subjects with thyrogenous 
signs, increase of the basal metabolism often being the only 
evident factor. To this class belongs also the type of emacia- 
tion that is complicated with sclerodermia, in which the ema- 
ciation is confined to the sites affected by the sclerodermia. 2. 
Emaciated subjects with suprarenal signs (marked emaciation 
in Addison’s disease); yet a keen appetite in spite of the ema- 
ciation. 3. The most frequent form: emaciation with hypo- 
physeal signs: (a) simple hypophyseal stature, with a wide span 
of the arms and great length of the lower extremities; espe- 
cially characteristic in these types is the disappearance of fat 
on the inner side of both thighs, so that they form the outline 
of a long-drawn-out O; (b) hypophyseal stature with genital 
signs; underdevelopment of the genitalia and disappearance of 
the secondary sex characters; characteristic of this condition is 
the formation of wrinkles in the cheeks; (c) the atrophic form 
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of hypophyseal emaciation (hypophyseal cachexia of the Sim- 
monds type); general atrophy of all organs; severe anorexia, 
ingestion of only small quantities of food, friability of the teeth, 
dropping out of pubic hair, involution of the general character 
toward the egocentric, asocial side. 4, Cerebral emaciation, 
which sometimes follows encephalitis, though it is very rare. 
The basal metabolism is increased, in spite of a good appetite, 
in emaciation. Somewhat connected therewith is the lipodys- 
trophia progressiva of Simmonds, with disappearance of fat 
from the upper part of the body, whereas the lower part pre- 
sents normal but not increased fat accumulations. Basal 
metabolism is here normal. In lipatrophia circumscripta one 
observes losses of fat in the skin in local patches the size of 
the palm of the hand, caused by involvement of the nerve trunk 
that supplies the site concerned (known in dermatology under 
the name of cutis laxa). With regard to the circulation, the 
thyrogenous emaciated subjects, with a normal “beat volume,” 
present an increased pulse frequency and thus an increased 
“minute volume.” On exertion, the circulatory volume is still 
further increased; an overburdening of the heart is the result, 
so that physical training is incompatible with this type of con- 
dition. On the other hand, in the hypophyseal types with their 
acrocyanosis and the small “drop heart” one finds a small “beat 
volume” and a small “minute volume,” and a slight oxygen 
requirement in the periphery. These types, which include a 
great many followers of sports, are well adapted for increased 
exertion and special training. From the therapeutic point of 
view, in all forms of emaciation insulin administration after 
the Falta method is to be considered. 


ENDOCRINE OBESITY 
Prof. J. Bauer of Vienna discussed in his paper the subject 
of endocrine obesity. There are no sharp delimitations between 
endogenously engendered obesity and the exogenous types of 
obesity due to overeating and indolence, as the latter types 
develop only in the event of a corresponding disposition of the 
individual, namely, when the normal regulatory factors of body 
weight fail to function. These are primarily the general sensa- 
tions of appetite, hunger, fulness, desire for exercise, fatigue, 
and the like, and, secondarily, functioning of the thyroid. Over- 
eating and physical indolence are not necessarily the cause—they 
may be the result—of an abnormal tendency to put on fat; or, 
in other words, a person not only gets fat because he eats well 
and takes little exercise, but a person may eat well and be 
indolent because he puts on too much fat and therefore requires 
more fuel for the functioning of the organism. The hereditary, 
constitutional predisposition to obesity plays a predominant role. 
A purely budgetary consideration of the obesity problem in the 
sense of a predominance of energy intake over energy consump- 
tion will not furnish a satisfactory explanation of the real 
happenings. There are conditions in which, for endogenous 
reasons, the energy intake is increased or the metabolism of 
the organism is reduced. These conditions, however, constitute 
only a disposition to obesity; its development is often auto- 
matically prevented as a result of the adaptation that is set up. 
The frequent association of obesity with disturbances of the 
water and salt balance proves that obesity constitutes not only 
a problem of balance and of quantitative energy but also a 
qualitative disturbance of metabolism. Many persons with a 
tendency to obesity have such a hydrophilia of the tissues that 
they take water even out of the air, and, at the end of a two 
hour experiment, have literally taken on several hundred grams 
of weight, although they have not ingested the slightest amount 
of food. The abnormal tendency for storing fat exhibited by 
the subcutaneous cellular tissue (the lipophilia of von Bergmann) 
varies greatly in different parts of the body and is subject to 
endocrine and nervous regulation. It is nearly always associated 
with an abnormal tendency for storing water. The abnormal 
constitutional predisposition to obesity is not extended in its 
action only to certain endosecretory glands, nor is it permissible 
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to conclude from certain regional fat distribution that there is 
a dysfunctioning of certain glands. The inherited predisposition 
affects likewise certain parts of the nervous system and, more 
particularly, the fat-storing skin itself. The treatment must 
take account of these conditions, and, in addition to a suitable 
diet poor in calories, must seek to provide poor conditions of 
assimilation through the limitation of water and of. salt. 
Thyroid preparations may give valuable support in this connec- 
tion. The abnormal predisposition to obesity is inherited nearly 
always in the dominant form; usually at least one parent is 
affected by obesity. 

CARDIOSPASM 

Professor Starck of Karlsruhe presented a paper on cardio- 
spasm. Starck’s material covered a series of 218 cases coming 
under his own observation and treatment. He distinguishes two 
types: 1. Cases with a sudden onset, in which (usually after 
some psychic excitement) a bit of food becomes lodged. This is 
often accompanied by a painful cramp. 2. Cases with unnoticed 
onset, in which pain may be absent. These cases often present 
the raising of phlegm as an initial symptom for a number of years 
and therefore masquerade as throat diseases. He also considers in 
both types of cases the dysphagic symptoms, with regurgitations, 
and the like, caused by the dilatation of the esophagus and the 
stenosis of the cardiac orifice. The essential nature of the dis- 
order is not based on a genuine spasm of the cardiac orifice 
but rather on a disturbance of the opening reflex. It is, there- 
fore, essentially a disturbance of the vagus function. Associated 
with the impairment of the vagus nerve, the esophageal wall 
becomes paralyzed, with a resulting relaxation of the tissues; 
hence, the cylindric form of the dilated esophagus. Secondly, 
the cardiac orifice remains closed by reason of its own tonus 
and does not open in correspondence with the act of deglutition. 
The painful cramp often appears as an annoying symptom dur- 
ing the course of the disorder, but in many cases it is entirely 
absent. Ina few cases the impairment of the vagus nerve could 
be established anatomically. In place of cardiospasm, Starck 
proposed the more fitting term “cardiotonic dilatation of the 
esophagus.” The course of the disorder is long drawn out; it 
may extend over thirty years or more. Psychic treatment with 
dilation brings no improvement in neuroses of long standing. 
However, the sudden stretching of the sphincter by means of 
the instrument devised by Starck (which was demonstrated) 
leads to prompt recovery. The stretching must be done 
vigorously by means of a metal instrument; balloons do not 
produce a favorable result. The intervention is harmless in the 
hands of a skilled operator. Starck has had no untoward 
incidents in the many cases in which he has applied the 
stretching method.

MALLOPHENE 

To the Editor:—My attention has been called to an advertisement of 
the Mallinckrodt Chemical Works for Mallophene. It is stated that 
Mallophene is a new genito-urinary antiseptic which can be administered 
orally and has specific action on the cocci particularly staphylococci and 
gonococci, and also on B. coli. Therefore this concern strongly recommends 
its use in pyelitis, cystitis, prostatitis and gonorrhea. Is there any evi- 
dence to show that the oral administration of this product is good for 
these diseases? Would a physician be justified in treating gonorrhea by 
this method? Kindly omit name. A. T. C., M.D., New York. 


ANswer.—Mallophene is a proprietary name for an azo dye 
of the pyridine series, wn chemically as phenyl-azo-alpha- 
alpha-diamino-pyridine hydrochloride. This substance was the 
result of the chemical work of two Russian chemists. The 
patents on the product are owned by another corporation; the 
Mallinckrodt Chemical Works manufacturers it under license 
from the holding company. 

It is regrettable that the Mallinckrodt Chemical Works sees 
fit to use for this preparation a different proprietary name from 
that used by the patent owners. The use of a number of 
proprietary names for identical products creates chaotic con- 
ditions and is one of the conditions which has much bettered 
by the work of the Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry. The 
Council refuses to recognize two or more proprietary names 
for the same substance. 

Mallophene has not been submitted to the Council on 
Pharmacy and Chemistry, although the firm which owns the 
patent has submitted its product to the Council. 

As far as we are aware, the Mallinckrodt Chemical Works 
has submitted no evidence to justify the medical claims for 
Mallophene, of which the following is a sample: 

“Clinical evidence has so fully shown the efficiency of e in 
actual practice that the Mallinckrodt Laboratories offer it to the medical 
profession with their unqualified endorsement.” 


This is in marked contract to an advertisement appearing in 
the December issue of the Druggists Circular: 


“Physicians were first informed of this remarkable urinary antiseptic 
several weeks ago.” (Italics ours.] 


It takes more than weeks to establish strong clinical evidence. 
Particularly inadvisable is it to recommend the product for the 
treatment of gonorrhea without limiting the indications. 

What a pity that a firm of such standing as the Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works should market a preparation under these con- 
ditions! The firm well knows that there is a recognized body 
working in the best interests of both the profession and the 
public health whose duty it is to pass on preparations of merit 
which are offered to the profession. Why, then, attempt to 
force its product by disregard of the Council? Perhaps its 
officers realize that the Council could not tolerate the claims 
now being made, the methods of promotion, or the multiplication 
of names. 


COPENHAGEN SNUFF 
To the Editor:—Will you please furnish us any information that you 
may have at hand in regard to Copenhagen snuff? Is there a toxic alka- 
loid in this material or is there any habit-forming drug present? Please 
omit name if this letter is answered in Tue JourRNAL.

AnswerR.—The North Dakota Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, in its report published in 1908, stated that the attention of 
the station had been called to Copenhagen snuff by persons who 
had claimed that it forms a habit more tenacious than either 
smoking or chewing and suggested that it be examined for 
cocaine or other habit-forming drugs. The report further stated 
that the examination failed to disclose either cocaine or mor- 
phine, but it added that the large amount of nicotine present 
made actual identification of the other two alkaloids difficult. 

During the 1915 session of the Minnesota legislature, a bill 
was presented prohibiting the use of Copenhagen snuff. The 
cominittee gave a hearing and those interested in the manu- 
facture and sale of Copenhagen snuff strenuously opposed its 
passage, on the ground that it was class legislation. They 
declared that if the state prohibited the use of Copenhagen snuff, 
it would have to prohibit the use of tobacco, for they declared 
that Copenhagen snuff was simply tobacco. The legislative 
committee then obtained a report from the United States 
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chemists at Washington on the subject. This report, we under- 
stand, also declared that Copenhagen snuff was tobacco and not 
adulterated. The committee also asked the state chemist to 
make a thorough chemical examination. He obtained a number 
of samples from the open market and examined them. The 
examination is alleged to have shown that Copenhagen snuff 
had no adulteration of any kind but was composed of tobacco. 

The Chicago Tribune for Jan, 23, 1915, devoted a column to 
what it termed “The Menace of Copenhagen Snuff.” The 
Tribune's article was written by Mr. William Whitford, a 
medical reporter, and was said to have been prompted by the 
alleged disclosure of the misuse of Copenhagen snuff among the 
pupils of South Chicago schools. 

There have been, at different times, cases reported of lead 
poisoning from the use of snuff. However, none of these cases, 
so far as we know, specify Copenhagen snuff. There was one 
case reported in this department of Tue JourNnaL, Nov. 20, 
1926. Then, THe JourNnat for March 10, 1928, contained a 
report by Dr. Walter Bauer of the Massachusetts General Hos- 
‘pital. The Bauer article refers to a much earlier one by Ormsby 
in the New York Medical Journal in 1890 of a case of aphonia, 
said to have been caused by lead poisoning through the abuse 
of snuff. Then there was an article in THe JouRNAL of Jan. 
28, 1928, but here, again, no reference is made to a particular 
brand of snuff. The following references may also be of interest:

ANSWER.—The journal named by our correspondent is appar- 
ently not copyrighted. In the absence of a copyright, publication 
to the public generally or to some considerable class, such as 
the medical profession, as distinguishéd from a publication to a 
few selected readers, constitutes a dedication to the public and 
terminates private rights in the matter published. It or extracts 
from it may thereafter be used by any one for advertising or 
other purposes, provided the matter used is not so garbled as 
to attribute to the writer opinions not expressed or implied by 
him. To guard against the improper use of articles and books 
prepared by them, physicians should either secure copyrights 
themselves or publish in journals or other mediums of publica- 
tion that are copyrighted by responsible publishers. 


POSSIBILITY OF MULTIPLE PRIMARY CHANCRES AND 
PROPHYLAXIS OF SYPHILIS 

To the Editor :—I have what I believe to be an unusual case. Fourteen 
months ago two young men came to me, both having been exposed to 
syphilis in a known carrier. One man had a chancre about one week 
old. The other had no evidence of a chancre and a negative Wassermann 
reaction, but on my advice took a course of neoarsphenamine (0.75 Gm.), 
six injections intravenously being given one week apart. At the same 
time daily inunctions of mercurial ointment were given for six weeks. 
No evidence of primary chancre appeared until fourteen months later, 
when he returned to me with primary chancres (multiple) on the penis 
and multiple papillomatous moist patches about the anus. The Wasser- 
mann reaction was 4+. What constitutes prophylactic treatment for an 
exposed case? I was of the opinion that mercury inunctions and six 
injections of neoarsphenamine would suffice. What course is best to 
follow in treatment at this time? Is this not an unusual happening; i. e., 
a primary lesion appearing fifteen and a half months after exposure? 
Please omit name. M.D., Wisconsin. 


ANSWER.—The information given is not sufficient to serve as 
the basis for a satisfactory answer to all the questions. In the 
first place, are the present penile lesions primary chancres ? 
While multiple primary lesions are not rare, it is probable that 
the lesions here are eroded moist secondary papules similar to 
those about the anus. A primary lesion appearing fifteen and 
a half months after exposure does not exist. If the present 
lesions are chancres they must have been acquired more recently. 
Even if they are late secondary lesions, the following evidence 
would be necessary to prove their connection with the old 
exposure: The Wassermann reaction should have been posi- 
tive at some time following the completion of the course of 
treatment, showing that the patient had actually become infected 
at the time. Ordinarily a course of three injections of neoars- 
phenamine is considered adequate prophylactic treatment. At 
the present time the patient should receive the usual treatment 
for a case of secondary syphilis; i. e., a combination of neoars- 
phenamine and bismuth or mercury compounds,

DETERMINATION OF IMMUNITY TO DIPHTHERIA 
To the Editor:—Please inform me whether diphtheria toxin-antitoxin 
injected intradermally, at the time the first dose is given, is a reliable 
diagnostic means of determining whether or not the child is immune to 
diphtheria.

ANSWER.—The best means of determining whether or not a 
child is immune to diphtheria is by the use of the Schick test, 
in which diphtheria toxin is injected intradermally. Confusion 
may be caused by reactions due to the serum in the toxin- 
antitoxin mixture. 


OBSTETRIC ANALGESIA AND ANESTHESIA 

To the Editor :—Will you be kind enough to tell me whether it is an 
ethical practice to administer ether or chloroform to a parturient with the 
only purpose of avoiding pain. If so, do you consider it a moral and 
safe proceeding that the accoucheur give the anesthetic and attend to 
the patient at the same time, there being another physician in the locality?’ 
During my long professional life I have been opposed to such practice 
and I would like to have your authorized opinion on that important sub- 
ject. Please use initials only. L. C., M.D., Texas. 


ANSWER.—It is entirely ethical, in fact, moral considerations 
demand, that physicians administer some form of analgesia or 
anesthesia during labor in order to render this process less 
painful. Sir James Y. Simpson demonstrated this in a masterly 
manner when he introduced obstetric anesthesia. 

It is undoubtedly more moral and safer for the practitioner to 
provide an anesthetist while he attends the actual delivery, and 
such a condition should be striven for all the time. In present 
conditions, however, it is occasionally necessary for the physi- 
cian to supervise an anesthetic given by a nurse or a lay person.

The intimate revelations of those who have first hand knowl- 
edge are always fascinating. It occurred to Dr. Grotjahn to 
collect under one cover the reports by physicians of their own 
illnesses. It has been reported that a doctor who has his tonsils 
removed under a local anesthetic will use a general anesthetic 
on his patients thereafter. It is reported that the surgeon who 
suffers gas pains after his appendix is removed is likely to 
sympathize with his patients thereafter. All of these people 
find themselves completely depicted in this book. The physicians 
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reveal their reactions to plague, arthritis, influenza, tuberculosis, 
narcotic addiction, boils, melancholia, the approach of death, 
all sorts of sexual and nervous and mental disorders, indeed, 
all of the afflictions that concern mankind generally. The stories 
will be fascinating to any physician and more than instructive. 
Of special value is the first section of the book with quotations 
from the autobiographies of the famous, and the second section, 
in which many noted physicians write their own descriptions. 
The third section of the book includes subjective accounts of 
diseases of anonymous origin, 


Tue Harrey Street Carenpar. By H. H. Bashford. Cloth. Price,

The badly chosen title of this work comprises a series of 
sketches of the lives of many of the most famous British phy- 
sicians. Included are Gilbert, John of Gaddesden, William 
Harvey, Thomas Sydenham, John Hunter, Edward Jenner, 
Sir James Simpson, Lord Lister and Sir William Osler. The 
author has obviously depended on sources available in British 
libraries but has also been able to secure data in some instances 
from persons in contact and related to those he discusses, thus 
adding a personal touch to the writing. The book is well 
written, beautifully printed and modern in tone, and the char- 
acters live under sympathetic treatment. The brief sketch of 
Osler is kindly and considers Osler as a teacher and inspirer 
of students primarily.

This appears to be one of the best books on materia medica 
that has been prepared for nurses’ use. The author shows a 
good understanding of the requirements of nurses. Thus, he 
makes an attempt to help the pupil nurse in a review of her 
arithmetic, so as to make her reliable in her calculations. The 
preparation of solutions is discussed in detail. Antiseptics and 
astringents are discussed much more thoroughly than most other 
drugs, which are merely named in connection with definitions 
of their therapeutic uses. This seems a great improvement over 
those books that force the nurse to acquire details of experi- 
mental pharmacology and of therapeutic uses of drugs, the 
knowledge of which she would not be permitted to employ. The 
author attempts to render the study more interesting by a brief 
historical introduction, by illustrations, and by some appropriate 
laboratory work. It is a book that may well be recommended 
for the purpose for which it has been planned. 


Recent Apvances 1N Putmonary Tuspercutosis. By L. S. T. 
Burrell, M.A., M.D., F.R.C.P., Senior Physician to Royal Free Hospital. 
Cloth. Price, $3.50. Pp. 217, with 49 illustrations. Philadelphia: P. 
Blakiston’s Son & Company, 1929. 

The author “has tried to describe the recent increase in our 
knowledge of tuberculosis, and to separate the real advances 
in treatment from those methods which have no scientific basis 
and enioy but brief, though occasionally recurrent, phases of 
popularity.” He treats his subjects in a broad way and impar- 
tial. There are many opinions of interest to the student of 
this subject, as “hilum tuberculosis is a heresy,” Burrell believ- 
ing that hilum tuberculosis cannot be detected before it is 
evident in pulmonary tissue. Farther on, in the chapter on 
x-rays, he says that they will not show the earliest changes in 
the lung but will almost invariably reveal disease before the 
appearance of physical signs. Internists may challenge this 
statement. It is also asserted that patients who are physically 
weak tend to become tuberculous. Query: Are not these 
patients physically weak because they are already tuberculous? 
Another apparent case of inversion of cause and effect is that 
“fat eaters are much less likely to become tuberculous than 
those who dislike fat.” Might it not be more to the point to 
say that the tuberculous dislike fat more than the nontuber- 
culous? In the matter of diet, Burrell advises, sensibly, to 
withhold foods from the poor eaters and poor digesters; in this 
connection he has noted no more betterment in those who have 
been filled with cod liver oil than in those who received none. 
In the chapter on treatment, considerable space is devoted to 
“Sanocrysin,” pneumothorax, climate and rest. The rest factor 
is properly recognized as of paramount importance.

Malpractice by Beauty Specialist 
(Reed v. Rosenthal et al. (Ore.), 276 P. 684) 


The plaintiff applied at a beauty parlor, which she had 
patronized for two or three years, for “a facial known as a 
‘Mask of Youth.” The defendants, not having some of the 
articles necessary for that treatment, recommended and gave a 
“Boncilla” treatment, assuring the plaintiff that it would do 
her no harm. In her complaint, the plaintiff alleged that the 
defendants failed to use any cleansing or disinfecting application — 
or process, either on the instrumentalities used in the treatment 
or on the plaintiff's face. They first used soiled towels. The 
instrument used for removing “blackheads” was dirty and 
filthy, had substances on it from other persons on whom it had 
been used, and had not heen sterilized. Cold creams were 
applied to the face, followed by a clay or mud _ preparation, 
which hardened and was removed, and other applications of 
hot towels and lotions were made. During the treatment the 
plaintiff's face began to burn, and the plaintiff complained, had 
the treatment removed, and dispensed with one of the applica- 
tions, owing to the tenderness of her skin. A violent and 
virulent infection set in and the plaintiff's face became inflamed, 
swollen and discolored. Painful and dangerous boils or abscesses 
followed, confining the plaintiff to her home and causing her 
to employ a physician for about six months. The evidence 
offered on behalf of the defendants directly contradicted that 
offered on behalf of the plaintiff. It was, however, said the 
supreme court of Oregon, on an appeal from a verdict in favor 
of the plaintiff, for the jury, not for the court, to decide which 
was true, and there was substantial testimony to support the 
plaintiff's case. 

The defendants strongly urged that it was necessary for 
expert testimony to prove that it was “probable” that the 
infection was caused by the treatment which the plaintiff 
received from the defendants. While it is true, said the supreme 
court, that there were no germs seen through the microscope as 
being transmitted in the course of the treatment given in the 
beauty parlor, no testimony could be expected to prove directly 
the transmission of any such germs. No authority was offered 
or known to the court in support of the defendant’s contention 
that the manner or place of contracting such a disease condi- 
tion, or poisoning, as that complained of by the plaintiff 
could not be proved except by expert testimony. The contention 
of the defendants that the plaintiff assumed the risk of infection 
when she patronized a beauty parlor with which she had been 
acquainted for some two or three years was without merit. The 
operator had previously been cautious in the use of clean towels, 
and the plaintiff had been satisfied with the work that had been 
done. The testimony did not show that she had any reason 
to anticipate any risk or danger in obtaining the treatment that 
formed the basis of her complaint. The judgment of the trial 
court in favor of the plaintiff was affirmed. 


Wills: Old Age.—The law prescribes no limit in point of 
age beyond which a person cannot dispose of his property by 
will. Infirmity from old age does not render a person incapable 
of making a will unless the infirmity has impaired his mind to 
such an extent that he is incapable of undertaking the business 
in which he is engaged at the time he makes his will.—

Hysterectomy with Preservation of Ovaries.—In the 
operation described by Soresi the uterus is dissected away from 
the broad ligaments, leaving the uterine arteries intact and 
consequently not affecting the normal circulation of the ovaries. 
The fundus of the uterus is grasped by volsella and pulled 
upward very firmly. The peritoneal lining at the neck of the 
uterus is incised with a scalpel and then gently separated upward 
and on both sides, care being taken to keep in close contact with 
the uterine body. The neck is then amputated so as to incise 
only the uterus. When the neck has been incised completely 
it is grasped with volsella and pulled gently outward so as to 
expose the posterior layer of the peritoneum, which is then 
also gently separated from the uterus and incised. The body 
of the uterus is now completely separated from the neck, only 
the broad ligaments holding it in the abdomen. Practically no 
bleeding occurs up to this time. The peritoneal covering of the 
uterus is then incised along the attachment of the broad liga- 
ments, starting on either side. By blunt dissection the body of 
the uterus is separated from the broad ligaments in front, 
laterally and backward. The uterus is now connected by the 
tubes denuded of peritoneum, and thin layers of posterior peri- 
toneum. The tubes are severed from the uterus and the pos- 
terior layer of the peritoneum is incised on both sides of the 
uterus, leaving the uterus completely free. Very little bleeding 
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takes place; in fact, in one case practically no bleeding at all 
occurred during the whole procedure, because the blunt dissec- 
tion tears away the small vessels, which do not bleed when torn. 
The operation is finished by clamping any bleeding vessels, and 
suturing together the two broad ligaments, when possible, or 
peritonizing the cut edges: if approximation is difficult.

Irradiation in Thyrotoxicosis.—Powell says that neither 
surgery nor irradiation is 100 per cent effective. Surgeons have 
operated in cases that have been subjected to irradiation, and 
radiologists have successfully treated unsuccessful operative 
cases. Consequently, what should be the attitude of the physi- 
cian in referring a patient with hyperthyroidism? If he decides 
on operation he takes less chance if he refers the patient to a 
surgeon trained and competent to handle such cases. If he 
decides on irradiation he should be equally careful to secure 
the services of a competent radiologist. It is essential to keep 
two things in mind: first, there is no mortality with irradiation 
treatment, and second, the end-results are practically the same 
with the two methods. 


Oxygen Therapy in Acute Pulmonary Decompensation. 
—Horn urges a more universal use of oxygen properly applied 
as a life-saving measure. Any decision as to what patient may 
need oxygen or when to begin its administration is a matter of 
clinical judgment to be based on a broader experience, but 
any patient exhibiting definite cyanosis should be given the 
relief it affords. It is highly recommended as a protective 
measure in all cases of pneumonia, and has been used by 
Boothby with encouraging results in the prevention and control 
of postoperative pneumonias. No patient with cyanosis should 
be denied the prolongation of life which the oxygen tent now 
affords. Oxygen, however, is no cure-all, and its use does not 
relieve physicians from the responsibility of employing other 
therapeutic adjuncts.

Precursors of Carcinoma of Stomach.—Summarizing his 
conclusions as to the origin of an average hundred cases of 
carcinoma of the stomach, Hurst says: 1. (a) In about 75 per 
cent of cases the carcinoma is secondary to chronic atrophic 
gastritis; these comprise a large majority of those with a short 
history, almost all of those with achlorhydria, and most of those 
with hypochlorhydria. (b) In about 0.5 per cent of cases the 
carcinoma is secondary to polyposis of the stomach, which is 
probably a result of hypertrophic gastritis. The history is 
generally long and achlorhydria is probably always present. 
2. In about 20 per cent of cases the carcinoma is secondary to 
chronic gastric ulcer; these comprise a large majority of those 
with a long history, all of those with hyperchlorhydria and a 
high normal curve of acidity, and almost all of those with the 
average normal acidity. 3. In about 4.5 per cent of cases the 
carcinoma is secondary to a simple adenoma of the stomach. 
The history is likely to be short, and there is nothing charac- 
teristic about the test meal. The ideal form of prophylaxis 
would be not merely to recognize and treat the common pre- 
cancerous gastric conditions, chronic gastritis and chronic gastric 
ulcer, but to prevent their development. The chief exciting 
causes of the two conditions are identical; the presence of one 
or another of the predisposing constitutional conditions deter- 
mines whether either of them should develop. Prophylaxis of 
this kind is of the simplest nature: prevention of oral sepsis by 
adequate dental hygiene and frequent and efficient dental treat- 
ment; removal of septic tonsils in childhood and the early 
recognition and treatment of sinusitis complicating such infec- 
tions as influenza; regular hours for meals and thorough mas- 
tication; avoidance of the excess of “roughage” advocated by 
most up-to-date food faddists; strict moderation in smoking 
and in the consumption of alcohol. Theoretically it should be 
possible to recognize and cure the conditions which predispose 
to carcinoma of the stomach. 


Symptomatology of Intestinal Amebiasis.—One hundred 
and fifty consecutive cases of amebic dysentery in which the 
diagnosis was rendered absolute by the discovery of the active 
forms or cysts of Endameba histolytica in the feces are analyzed 
by Manson-Bahr and Tait. Abdominal pain or discomfort was 
present in 126 cases; diarrhea in 114 cases; constipation in 
eleven; flatulence in thirty-seven, and tenesmus in thirty-four. 
Pyrexia was present in only thirteen cases, and emaciation in 
forty-three. 

Infectivity of Erythema Nodosum.—The nature of the 
infective agent in erythema nodosum is at present unknown. 
On the continent the view is widely held that this disease is a 
modified form of tuberculosis, but in England and in America 
it is increasingly regarded as a streptococcal infection, What- 
ever the organism may be, Symes shows that its activity in 
all European countries is greatest in March and April, and this 
groups it with such diseases as pneumonia, streptococcus infec- 
tion, tuberculosis, and epidemic encephalitis, for which the winter 
months, by the absence of sunlight, prepare the soil. Infection 
takes place through the tonsils, and it is probable that it is in 
these organs and in the nasopharynx that it lies dormant for 
weeks or months. 


Use of Bismuth in Treatment of Congenital Syphilis. 
—Ling asserts that it is possible to render serologically nega- 
tive a certain proportion of apparently Wassermann-fast patients 
with congenital syphilis by means of bismuth, and that its use 
is not accompanied by any untoward symptoms, apart from the 
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occasional occurrence of temporary albuminuria. It is suggested 
that these results are due to the fact that Spirochacta pallida 
has become resistant to arsenic and mercury after prolonged 
treatment. 


Unusual Vaginal Infection in Young Married Woman. 
—Wordley cites a case in which it was easily possible to make 
a diagnosis of gonorrhea, but continued carefully made exami- 
nations showed that the wife undoubtedly was infected with an 
organism somewhat resembling Micrococcus catarrhalis or an 
aberrant staphylococcus, as a result of trauma incidental to the 
early days of the honeymoon. She presented all the symptoms 
of acute gonorrhea. Slides showed pus cells and an organism 
identical morphologically in all respects with the gonococcus.

Vaccination of Infants by Peroral Administration of 
BCG During First Days of Life.—Nobécourt and Kaplan 
report that of fourteen infants who had been vaccinated, six 
showed a negative cutireaction with tuberculin. Of the chil- 
dren in whom the cutireaction had been positive, one died of 
bronchopneumonia with complications and a second one of con- 
vulsions. Signs of tuberculosis were not found at necropsy and 
a guinea-pig which had been injected with material obtained 
from a caseous abdominal lymph node from one child did not 
contract tuberculosis. Roentgen examination of the six remain- 
ing infants with a positive cutireaction showed various signs 
of involvement around the hilum. Nobécourt and Kaplan state 
that if they had not been vaccinated with BCG, the diagnosis 
would have been tracheobronchial adenopathy of tuberculous 
origin, Four of these died, but tuberculosis could not be 
proved. In these cases, together with eleven previously described 
cases, the mortality was as follows: Of twelve children with 
a negative cutireaction, seven died (58 per cent); of thirteen 
children with a positive cutireaction, seven died (53 per cent). 
In none of the fatal cases was there clinical proof of tuber- 
culosis. Infants aged from 1 to 10 months who had been 
vaccinated against tuberculosis by the peroral administration of 
BCG showed, with equal frequency, positive or negative reac- 
tions to the tuberculin skin test. Infants with a negative cuti- 
reaction showed no signs indicative of tuberculosis. On the 
other hand, in three fourths of the infants with a positive 
reaction, clinical symptoms pointed toward tuberculosis, but 
except for one case of tuberculosis in the bones, no proof of 
the disease was seen, According to Nobécourt and Kaplan it 
is impossible to determine during life whether these symptoms 
are due to the BCG or the tubercle bacillus, as both may 
cause a positive cutireaction. The majority of the children 
had not been in contact with tuberculous persons; it was there- 
fore not possible to consider them as being resistant. These 
results point to the difficulty of determining the value of the 
vaccination by clinical methods. 


Early Diagnosis of Latent Heredosyphilis. — Alarcon 
reports a new clinical guide in the diagnosis of heredosyphilis, 
on the basis of a typical intestinal disorder occurring in infants 
under 3 months of age. This was named “transitional dyspepsia 
of infants” by the author and is characterized by the symptoms 
occurring after the first days of breast feeding. For some time 
after feeding, regurgitations and hiccups occur, at times even 
waking the infant. Its intestinal discomfort is voiced by crying. 
Vomiting is rare in breast-fed infants though frequent in cases 
of artificial feeding. Acid diarrhea, with gluteal erythema, 
follows the period of constipation. Alarcon distinguishes 
between a preliminary stage lasting three weeks, a second stage 
lasting six weeks and a final stage of reduction also lasting three 
weeks. Although other parasitic infections, such as malaria and 
amebiasis, may be conducive to similar symptoms, Alarcon con- 
siders the influence of syphilitic septicemia on the nervous sys- 
tem of the infant to be the most frequent cause. Of especial 
value in the differential diagnosis are the early onset, the exaz- 
geration of the symptoms and as a guide toward the diagnosis 
of syphilis a duration of the condition beyond ninety days. -

Pulverized Vegetables as Valuable Addition to Infant 
Food.—Tobler reports his experiments with a vegetable powder. 
It contained spinach, carrots, tomatees and starchy substances. 
The author tested the value of these pulverized vegetables in 
animals. The preparation was given either raw or cooked. 
Because better effects were obtained when the vegetable powder 
was given raw, the bacterial content of the uncooked prepara- 
tion was tested. The results indicated that the uncooked powder 
could be given to infants. The author employed the pulverized 
vegetables in the feeding of more than 100 infants and small 
children. He found the preparation especially helpful during 
the period when an exclusive milk diet is no longer sufficient. 
Vegetable powder may be added to the diet by the beginning 
of the fifth month. The author asserts that pulverized vege- 
tables have certain advantages over vegetables that are prepared 
in the usual manner. In many cases when vegetables are first 
introduced into the infant’s diet digestive disturbances develop, 
and many children have for a time a great aversion to them. 
The use of pulverized vegetables eliminates both these disadvan- 
tages, and thus the transition from the exclusive milk diet to 
the mixed diet is made easier. The vegetable powder is also 
of great value in those localities in which, during the winter 
and spring months, there is a shortage of vegetables.

Primary Sarcoma of Lung in Child Aged Eight Years. 
—Acuiia et al. report the case of a child, aged 8, who had fever, 
cough, with some expectoration, a wide area of dulness over 
the left lung, deviation of the sternum to the left side, displace- 
ment of the heart to the right side and an increasing tachycardia. 
The examination of the sputum for tubercle bacilli was negative. 
Several punctures made over the area of dulness of the lung 
yielded a large quantity of bright red blood. The child had an 
unusually rapid heart rate and died one month and a half after 
the onset of the attack. Necropsy showed a primary sarcoma 
of the left lung, and of the pulmonary veins with metastasis in 
the liver. A statistical study made by the authors showed that 
in a total of 2,598 necropsies made during a period of eleven 
years, primary tumors of the lung (thirty-seven cases) were 
less frequent than secondary tumors (sixty-one cases); that is, 
1.5 and 2.2 per cent, respectively. Primary tumors of the lung 
before the age of 20 were extremely rare. Either primary or 
secondary tumors of the lungs were more common among men 
(eighty-two cases) than among women (sixteen cases). The 
suprarenals were most often affected by the metastasis of malig- 
nant tumors of the lung. In turn, the lungs were most affected 
by the metastasis of primary neoplasms of the stomach. 
Lipoid Nephrosis in Child Aged Two Years.—Saldum 
reports the case of a girl, aged 2 years, whose disease began 
with asthenia and lumbar pains. Local edema and then general 
edema appeared. The urine was scanty and the picture of 
lipoid nephrosis in a chronic and benign form was well defined. 
The etiology could not be determined. The tuberculin, Wasser- 
mann and Meinicke reactions were negative. No suspicion of 
heredosyphilis existed. The child had pyodermitis in her early 
infancy. An imbalance of the plasmatic colloids having been 
proved, the author believed that this condition was caused by 
disturbances in the metabolism of the proteins, of the lipoids 
and especially of the cholesterol content of the blood. The 
patient had a persistent hematuria, but neither the renal function 
nor the evolution of the disease presented the characteristics of 
nephritis. Sodium chloride did not increase the edema nor did 
a salt-free diet cause its disappearance. Thyrotherapy, digitalis 
and theobromine failed. The edema increased or diminished 
independent of the diet and of the treatment received during two 
months’ stay in the hospital.

Innervation of Gastro-Intestinal Tract: Its Significance 
for Efficacy of Laxatives.—Loewi discusses the innervation 
of the gastro-intestinal tract. Experiments on animals have 
proved that in the digestive tract there are nerves of varying 
sensitiveness which are of great significance in the functional 
activity of the digestive organs. The author further discusses 
the influence of certain nerves on the action of laxatives. That 
the effectiveness of laxatives depends on the function of certain 
nerves is proved by experiments in which a purgative was 
introduced after the action of the nerves had been excluded. 
It was found that now the laxative had no effect. The author 
also directs attention to the fact that certain purgatives act on 
the small intestine while others act on the large intestine. 
Moreover, the sensitivity of the intestinal innervation varies in 
different individuals. This is proved by the circumstance that 
some laxatives are more effective in one person than in another.

Rheumatic Granulomatosis.—According to Fahr, system- 
atic examinations have proved that rheumatic nodules, also 
designated as rheumatic granulomas, are found in many organs. 
Aschoff first discovered them in the myocardium. However. 
they have also been detected in the tonsils, in the kidneys and 
in the adventitia of the larger vessels. The regions of the 
joints and the heart are mainly affected, but the entire loose 
connective tissue seems to be predisposed to the formation oi 
these granulomas. The author further discusses the various 
theories concerning the pathogenesis of these rheumatic nodules. 
Observations in numerous cases convinced him that the disease 
would be best characterized by the term “rheumatic granuloma- 
tosis.” He considers Graff’s designation “infectious rheumatism” 
not sufficiently specific, and the term “rheumatic polyarthritis” 
incorrect, because the rheumatic nodules are not limited to the 
joints but occur just as frequently in the connective tissue in 
other parts of the body. 
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Digestibility of Various Raw and Boiled Meats and 
of Egg Protein.— Mangold investigated the digestive processes 
of dogs, wood owls, crows and chickens. The test foods were 
enclosed in perforated metal capsules, so that they could be 
withdrawn for the purpose of examination. This method made 
it possible to determine the time that is necessary for the diges- 
tion of various meats, either in the raw or in the cooked state, 
and of egg protein which had been cooked for a shorter or 
longer period. In the time required for the digestion of the 
various kinds of meat there was a certain sequence, which was 
the same in all animals. From this the author infers that in 
the human being the order is probably the same. Most easily 
digestible was the meat of pigeons; then followed fish, pork 
and beef. Cooked meats proved to be more digestible than 
raw meats. As a criterion for the stages of digestion, the author 
considered the structural changes in the striated muscle fibers. 
He recognizes three different stages in the process of digestion. 
During the first stage, the sarcosomes can be recognized. The 
second stage is characterized by the disappearance of the trans- 
verse striations, and during the third stage the longitudinal 
striations disappear. The duration of the process of digestion 
varied in the different animals. It was more rapid in the 
carnivorous than in the omnivorous animals. The author further 
reports his observations on egg protein. It was found that the 
process of digestion required the longest time when the eggs 
had been cooked only one-half minute, and that less time was 
necessary when the cooking had been prolonged beyond this 
time. 

Pathogenesis of Congelation Urticaria. — Corgelation 
urticaria, according to Perutz et al., is a dermatitis that develops 
after contact with ice, with cold wind or with cold water, 
Wheals appear and a strong itching sensation is felt. Following 
a longer or shorter latent period, a nettle rash develops which 
is either limited to the areas that were exposed to the cold or 
spreads over larger areas. Two cases of congelation urticaria 
are described in detail. In order to determine the pathogenesis 
of this disease, careful tests and experiments were made on the 
two patients. In neither of these two cases were indications 
found which characterize congelation urticaria as an allergic 
dermatitis. Eosinophilia was not present. Contact with cold 
did not produce either a decrease in leukocytes or hemoglobi- 
nuria. Attempts to produce hemoclastic crisis gave negative 
results. The potassium and calcium contents of the blood were 
normal and did not show changes after an urticarial eruption. 
However, there existed a hypersensitivity of the thermoreceptor 
apparatus. Accordingly, the authors think that a vasoneurosis 
of the thermoreceptor apparatus is the main pathogenic factor 
in congelation urticaria.

Roentgen Demonstration of Biliary Calculus in Spite 
of Parenchymal Changes of Liver.—Waegner points out 
that the contrast material which is used for cholecystography 
is carried by the blood stream to the liver and from there it 
passes to the biliary tract.

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gallbladder does not become visible, it may be assumed that 
disturbances do exist. However, the author reports a case in 
which, in spite of severe parenchymal injuries of the liver, it 
was possible to demonstrate the presence of gallstones in the 
roentgenogram. This cbservation convinced the author that 
cholecystography should be attempted even in icterus. 


Biedl’s Disease (Cerebral Form of Adiposogenital 
Dystrophy).—Serejski reports the case of a woman with 
Bied!’s syndrome. The patient showed the following symptoms : 
adiposity, retinitis pigmentosa, polydactylism, oxycephaly and 
an imbecility bordering on idiocy. Signs of hypogenitalism were 
absent. The disease had commenced during early childhood. 
Special! attention is called to the fact that the patient was born 
in asphyxia and that forceps had to be used. The capability of 
speech had developed late; namely, at the age of 4. The retinitis 
and the polydactylism indicate the possibility of hereditary 
influences. The author points out that the adiposogenital 
dystrophy, also called Frohblich’s syndrome, according to Biedl 
occurs in two forms, the hypophyseal and the cerebral. The 
hypophyseal form is called Frohlich’s syndrome, whereas the 
term Biedl’s disease is applied to the cerebral form of 


-adiposogenital dystrophy. 


Rare Forms of Diseases of Vascular System and of 
Kidney.—Brocker gives detailed reports of four cases. In 
the first instance a retinitis albuminurica developed. This case 
was remarkable because although the retinitis was severe the 
renal disturbance seemed only slight. <A test of the kidney 
demonstrated a certain discrepancy between the functional 
capacity of the kidney and the renal symptoms of the disease. 
Accordingly the author assumes that not only the kidney but 
also the peripheral vessels and the tissues were affected. The 
second patient developed a toxic uremia in the course of a 
postanginal glomerular nephritis. In this case the renal dis- 
turbance was severe whereas the vascular system was only 
slightly affected. A third case is reported in which uremia 
developed as a result of hypertonia of the sphincter of the 
bladder. The description of a fourth case shows that uremia 
may develop in severe disturbances of the biliary tract.

Causes of Secondary Anemia in Pulmonary Tuber- 
culosis.—Gloor and Schollenberger show that the secondary 
anemia that develops in the course of severe pulmonary tuber- 
culosis may have various causes. Careful study of 133 cases 
revealed that secondary anemia in the majority of cases con- 
curred with ulcerous processes of the intestine. However, it 
was also found in severe exudative pulmonary processes, with- 
out ulcerative intestinal complications. The authors are of the 
opinion that the secondary anemia that develops in the course 
of pulmonary tuberculosis is the result of toxic influences which 
directly affect the erythropoietic system. They think it probable 
that enterogenous toxic products pass from the intestinal tract 
into the blood stream and then affect the bone marrow. How- 
ever, the fact that anemia also develops in cases in which 
intestinal ulcerations are absent makes it probable that the 
tuberculous toxins likewise may be the cause.
